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WINFIELD SCOTT DEFENDED. 

JupGE Biaoxk asserts that the failure to reinforce Fort 
Sumter was caused mainly by the misrepresentations of 
Gen. Scott concerning the military situation. It is 
represented that on the 30th of December, by Judge 
Black’s earnest advice, the President determined to 
succor Major Anderson at all hazards. Gen. Scott, it is 
declared, found reasons for delay, and wanted undiscip~ 





kiss’ kept up a continuous fire where ever the Arabs ap- 
peared. At 3 a.m. the French ships ‘‘sounded to 
quarters,” and everything on board the different ships 
was activity; all available caiques (native boats) were 
at once alongside the troopships, where they were imme- 
diately filled with troops; and the ships’ boats carried 
their own armed bluejackets, each ironclad supplying 
about 170 rifles. 

The landing was covered by a fire from the ironclads, 
and at the expiration of 55 minutes nearly a thousand 
projectiles had been fired, Nadour Tower was destroyed, 
and the esparto grass was on fire, throwing up a large 
column of black smoke. The boats in three divisions 
were within a few hundred yards of the beach, conse- 
quently the large ships were obliged to cease firing, and 
the boat guns, Hotchkiss, and the rifles took up the 





lined troops sent on a merchant vessel, instead of regu- 
lars on a war vessel. He was overruled, and an order 


issued sending the Brooklyn. Gen. Scott again de- 
murred, and, after a delay of five days, sent the Star of 
the West, unarmed, instead of the man-of-war. 

The records on file at the War Department show that 
from Oct. 29, 1860 (before the Presidential election), 
Gen. Scott constantly insisted on the reinforcement of 
Fort Sumter. On Nov. 15 he relieved Col. Gardner 
from command in Charleston Harbor, and sent there 
Major Anderson, in whom he had great confidence. 
Under date of Dec. 28, 1860, he sent a letter to the 
Secretary of War, in the course of which he urged the 
reinforcement of Fort Sumter, and asked that two men 
of-war be sent there to support Major Anderson. In 
the same letter he asked that all the forts in the South 
be provisioned aud reinforced, and that means be taken 
to protect the Mississippi River and the Gulf p:rts. 

On the same day he eddressed a long letter to the 
President, giving his views on the situation. In this 
letter he argued that if the idea of secession was tole- 
rated, four republics would be the result. He urged 
that prompt and effective action be taken against 
secessionists, advised that Forts Moultrie, Sumter, and 
others be garrisoned, and suggested the use of volun- 
teers. 

Judge Black complains that Gen. Scott did not answer 
his letter of Jan. 16, calling fur the Lieutenant-General s 
views. But Gen. Scott did answer it in his own way. 
He knew that the letter of Oct. 29 had been perused by 
Black and Floyd, and on the 18th of January, 1861, or 
the day after Judge Black’s letter was received, Scott 
published his own letter of Oct. 29 in the National 
Intelligencer. This was the old soldier’s way of inti- 
mating that Black’s letter was more a matter of diplo- 
macy than a demand for information. 

On the 30th of December, 1860, more than two weeks 
before Judge Black wrote Gen. Scott, the latter wrote 
President Buchanan a note, in the course of which he 
said : 

Will the President permit Gen. Scott, without reference to 
the War Department and otherwise, as secretly as possible, to 
send 250 recruits from New York Harbor to reinforce Fort 
Sumter, together with some extra muskets or rifles, ammu- 
nition, and subsistence stores ? 

It ie hoped that a sloop-of-war and cutter may be ordered 
for the same purpose as early as to-morrow. 

On the 29th of December, Gen. Scott, through his 
secretary, wrote to Larz Anderson of Cincinnati : 


He (Gen. Scott) has done everything in his power to sup- 
port your brother in his command, repeating, with what 
effect remains to be seen, within the last twenty-four hours 
an urgent recommendation long since made to the President 
to reinforce the Major. The War Department has kept 
secret from the General the instructions sent to the Major; 
but the General, in common with the whole Army, has 
admired and vindicated as a defensive measure the masterly 
transfer of the garrison from Fort Moultrie to the position of 
Fort Sumter. 

Put these two together and it is easy to understand 
why Gen. Scott preferred to act in secret. 

As to the complaint that the Stur of the West was 
substituted for the Brooklyn, the records show that on 
the 31st of December, 1860, Gen. Scott ordered the 
Brooklyn to proceed at once to Fort Sumter. Learning 
that this order had not been kept secret, he changed the 
plan and sent the Star of the West. The instructions 
to the officers in command are in Gen. Scott’s own hand- 


sent to deceive the rebels, warned as to the approach of 
& war vessel, and that the regular soldiers on board are 
to be kept out of sight until the proper time. In case 
fire was opened on the vessel, Fort Sumter wes to open 
on the rebels. 

At the time Black’s letter was written, Scott was 
Organizing the Ward expedition for the relief of 
Sumter. This was suppressed in February by order of 
the President, but Scott continued to urge the reinforce- 
ment of Sumter up to the inauguration of Lincoln, 
when he became one of the confidential advisers of the 
new President.—Jnter Ocean. 


THE HOTCHKISS AT SFAX. 

Tne London Daily News, in its account of the capture 
of Sfax, refers to the part taken therein by the Hotch- 
kiss guns. During the night of the 15th several armed 
boats were sent close into the town to prepare a jetty 
for the landing parties. The electric light was kept 
upon the forts, etc., during the night, and any attempts 
of the Arabs to repair their batteries were immediately

The Arabs were flanked and driven from theirtrenches, 
and then mowed down by the destructive fire of the 
Hotchkiss and the rifles of the bluejackets. Retiring 
into the houses and behind the ruined walls they kept 
up a hot fire, but fortunately for the French their 
weapons (of the old gas-pipe pattern) did not do much 
damage, although several men were killed and wounded. 
After this it became street fighting, the result being 
more serious. About an hour after the landing the 
bluejackets had found their way into the interior of the 
large fort on the left, and firing ceased on this side, and 
also in the centre, with the exception of street fighting 
between the French and Arabs. The latter had their 
retreat towards the rear of the town cut off. The right 
division landed about half a mile to the right of the 
town, and consisted of about one-third of soldiers and 
the rest sailurs. They entrenched themselves on the 
beach. Very little resistance was offered here to their 
disembarkation, as for three hundred yards it was open 
ground, and the Hotchkiss could sweep the beach, but 
many bold Arabs rode down at a gallop and encoun- 
tered them, but were repulsed, with exceedingly small 
loss, their movements being so swift. 








GEN. McPHERSON’S DEATH. 


A CORRESPONDENT Of the Cincinnati Commercial gives 
the story of McPherson’s death as told by jovial Jack 
Thompson (his name is Andrew Jackson), who for a 
whole year rode as orderly for Major Willard, of Mc- 
Phersou’s staff, nad who, as a specially detailed orderly 
for Col. Kooboy, also of McPherson's staff, had the 
honor of cariying thé Union flag into Vicksburg: 

**On the 22d of July, 1864, Gen. McPherson had 
command of the Sixteenth and Seventeenth Army 
Corps, under Sherman, before Atlanta. The-Seven- 
teenth Army Corps had been despatched to destroy the 
Atlanta and Eastern Railroad. McPherson, fearing that 
Hood would push in between the two corps, set out 
with three of his staff—Gen. Hickenlooper, Gen. 
BieeJe, and Capt. Gile, and myself as orderly—to Gen. 
Smith’s division. Just as we went to cross a small 
stream, called Peachtree Creek, we were met by a num- 
ber of teams crossing toward us at full speed and in the 
greatest confusion. McPherson, turning to Capt. Gile, 
said: ‘Gile, stop those teams; they’ll get up a general 
stampede,’ upon which order Gile left us. We rode on 
about a hundred yards, when we were met by a large 
drove of cattle belonging to the Union Army, and 
which were stampeding right into our line. McPherson 
here ordered either Steele or Hickenlooper, and I think 
it was the latter, to stop them. Gen. Hickenlooper has 
stated that he was sent to order up artillery. This may 
have been the case, as both of these officers left us at 
that time, leaving only McPhersov and myself to ride 
on toward the hidden enemy. We rode about a quarter 
or half mile, and halted when near the woods, McPher- 
son gazing anxiously to the front and sides, to discover 
where the bullets were coming from that were whistling 
around us. While we were halted there, Capt. John 
B. Raymond, of Gen. Leggett’s staff, came galloping 
up, and said: ‘Gen. McPherson, Gen. Leggett wants 
to know what he shall do; they have crowded him 
back.’ Gen. McPherson answered : ‘Tell Gen. Leggett

CHIEF SPOTTED TAIL. 


Tue following report, containing additional details of 
the killing of Spotted Tail, together with important 
suggestions proposing a change in local Indian gov- 
ernment, has been received at the Interior Department : 

Rosexup, August 6. 

Sir: ar ee 5 notified you of the death of Chief Spotted 
Tail. ‘To-day I have the honor to inform you of the capture 
of his murderer, Crow Dog, and an accomplice named Black 
Crow, both head men of the Brule Sioux. 

I stated in my letter of yotertee that the murder was the 
result of a long-standing feud. While this is partially true, 
new evidence been developed which throws a differen’ 
light upon the affair. It seems to have been the object of a 
long and well matured plan to rid themsclves of Spotted 
Tail. The conspirators were few, but of te cha- 
racter, who had fully made up their minds that if the chief 
would not resign they would kill him. ‘The ring leader was 
Black Crow, who now makes no secret of his intentions. His 
ambition was to hold Spotted Tail’s positi: and, if it could 
not be accomplished by fair means, they did not scruple to 
use the most foul and cowardly means. Upon 
these facts I had Black Crow arrested as an accessory to the 
murder, and sent him to bear Crow Dog company. With 
their leader gone the disaffected element will rapidly dis 
perse and no longer exist as an organization. 

In connection with the subject of a head chief over the en- 
tire people I beg leave to offer the following 
which, I trust, will receive your early consideration: The po- 
sition of head chief is a hindrance to civilization, The main 
object of this personage is to centralize all power in himself, 
To do this he must strive to continue tribal relations ; to pre- 
vent his people scattering over the reservation for the pur- 
pose of taking up allotments of land. He must yather them 
in villages, where they can keep alive their barbarous cus- 
toms, dances, etc. In short, to retain bis hold as chief over 
the nation, he must act in opposition to the measures adopted 
by the Government for the ultimate civilization of Indians. 
The minor chiefs are already equabbling for the office, but I 
have informed them that the appointment and recognition of 
so important a position must come from the Office of Indian 
Affairs. 

I have, therefore, to recommend that no successor to 
Spotted Tail be appointed ; that bis son, young Spotted Tail, 
be recognized as chief of his own im late ba: and 

at any time a representative of the tribe shall be desired at 
Washington for conferring upon the interests of this le 
be shall be chosen with special reference to his intelligence 
and loyalty to the Government. Of this the agent would be 
the-best judge. 

If the Office of Indian Affairs should direct this it will for- 
ever preclude the possibility of such an occurrence as that of 
yesterday. 

Being of the opinion that this is necessary, it should be 
represented at the coming conference with the honorable 
Secretary of the Interior. I appointed White Thunder, chief 
of the Soofer Sioux, to take Spotted Tail’s place in the dele- 
gation. He is a man of barely ordinary ability, but of un- 
questioned loyalty, and was the only available person to be 
fouad at the iime. 

On Monday orders will be given two hundred freighters to 
proceed to the landing for supplies, as I deem it the better 
plan to keep the young men busily engaged, thus preventing 
them from taking advantage of the present situation and

A Deadwood despatch gives these particulars: Spotted 
Tail was on his way to Washington when murdered. 
He was in an ambulance, accompanied by several other 
chiefs, when Crow Dog rode up and placing a revolver 
against his breast shot him dead. Crow Dog is not a 
chief, but is ambitious to become one, and for a long 
time has been engaged in fomenting discord among the 
Indians. Spotted Tail was permitted to visit the offices 
at the agency at pleasure, but the other chiefs were not 
except when a general council was held. 

jealousy, and on the 4th of July Crow Dog called a 
council of his friends to test the feelings of the Iudians. 
Crow Dog made a speech p»inting out that favors were 
shown Spotted Tail by the Government which ought to 
be shown to all the Indians ulike, and that if he were 
made chief things would be different. Standing Elk 
spoke for peace and harmony, and was followed by 
Spotted Tail, who happened along. Spotted Tail de- 
nounced Crow Dog as a snake in the grass, and called on 
him to come out likeaman. Baring his breast, he 
called on Crow Dog to empty his revolver in his heart, 
and called him a squaw and a coward. Crow re- 
sponded that he was nut ready to do that, but would do 
it when least expected. Spotted Tail’s three sons tried 
unsuccessfully to get the old man home, and 

him with their rifles. Spotted Tail was not in the habit 
of carrying tirearms, and was unarmed when murdered. 
He was fifty-three years of age.

It is with feelings of the utmost sorrow and regret that 
the death of Col. J. G. Benton, Ordnance Department, 
U. 8. Army, which occurred this morning at a quarter past 
3 o’clock,-is announced to this, his late command. 

Of his long and useful services to the Ordnance Depart- 
ment and to the Army at large it is fittingly left to those 
higher in authority to speak. To me, however, it is per- 
mitted to remind those who like myse!f have been associated 
with him for many years, and who have learned to appre- 
ciate his noble qualities of heart and mind, of the great loss 
we have all sustained—that of a kind, courteous, and con- 
siderate guide and friend.

LIEUT. FLIPPER IN ARREST. 


Ir is greatly to be regretted that the only colored officer 
now in the United States Army should have been so little 
mindful not only of his own reputation, but of his responsi- 
bilities as a representative of his race, as to subject himself 
to arrest on a charge of embezzlement. But that such is 
the fact will be clear from the following letter sent to the N. 
Y. Herald from Fort Davis, Texas, Aug. 15, giving the de- 
tails of news already received by telegraph : 

On the morning of Aug. 13 the people of the pleasant gar- 
rison of Fort Davis were thrown into a state of wild excite- 
ment by a rumor to the effect that Lieut. H. G. Flipper (the 
colored officer), 10th Cav., had been detected in an attempt 
to defraud the Government of nearly $4,000. At first tke 
rumor would not be believed, as heretofore Lieut. Flipper 
has borne a high character, and every one believed him to be 
above suspicion. For several months Lieut. Flipper has been 
Acting Commissary of Subsistence of this post, and since the 
9th of July last he has not transmitted his commissary funds 
to the Chief Commissary of the Department at San Antonio. 
A few days ago Col. Shafter (the commanding officer here) 
received a telegram from the Commissary at San Antonio, 
stating that Lieut. Flipper's funds had not been received; 
that he had telegraphed the fact to Lieut. Flipper, asking for 
information of them; that he had received no reply; and re- 
quested Col. Shafter to investigate the affair. Col. Shafter 
questioned Lieut. Flipper, who stated that he had sent the 
funds by mail oa the 9th of July, but that he had kept no 
record of them, and as no one had witnessed the mailing (as 
I believe is usual in such cases) he could not prove that he 
had done so. This was looked upon as a very gross piece of 
carelessness on the part of Lieut. Flipper, but no one re- 
garded it as anything more. 

On Friday evening some of the officers and ladies were 
driving, and seeing Lieut. Flipper’s horse, with a pair of 
saddle-bags on the saddle, fastened in front of one of the 
stores in the little town of Chihuahua, immediately outeide 
of the garrison, thought that it looked as though Lieut. 
Flipper might be contemplating a flight into Mexico; so the 
commanding officer sent the adjutant to bring Lieut. Flipper 
into the garrison, when he required him immediately to turn 
over his funds to another officer, and relieved him from duty 
as acting commissary of subsistence. The funds which 
Lieut. Flipper claimed to have sent by mail on the 9th of 
July were composed in part of checks on different banks 
which had been given him by the officers in payment of their 
monthly bills. A description of these checks was telegraphed 
to the banks, and information received in reply that they had 
not been presented for payment. 

The commanding officer now concluded that circumstances 
looked very suspicious indeed, and determined to have Lieut. 
Flipper’s quarters searched for the missing checks. He ac- 
cordingly told Lieut. Flipper that circumstances pointed to 
his having made away with the commissary funds, placed 
him in arrest, and began the search of his quarters, telling 
Lieut. Flipper that he might possibly be doing him an injus- 
tice; that if it proved so he could very easily and willingly 
make amends to him for so doing, and that otherwise he was 
only doing his duty. The adjutant and the officer who had 
relieved Lieut. Flipper were appointed to search his quarters, 
and they found money to the amount of $300 or $400 strewn 
about in a very careless manner, in drawers, books, trunks, 
etc., besides a quantity of gold jewelry, consisting of watches 
and chains, rings, buttons, earrings and pins, bracelets, lock- 
ets, etc., some of which are claimed by his woman servant. 
Several weekly statements of subsistence funds, which had 
been examined and signed by Col. Shafter, were found—some 
of them in his servant’s trunk. These papers Lieut. Flipper 
had claimed to have sent off also, and after finding some of 
them in the servant’s trank Col. Shafter questioned her very 








closely, and finally had her searched, and finding an envelope 


containing the missing checks concealed on her person, the 
woman was turned over to the civil authorities and is now 
lodged in jail. Lieut. Flipper, to prevent his escape, has 
been confined in a cell in the guard-house. 

Lieut. Flipper had the respect of the officers of the post, 
and has been treated very kindly by them, though he has 
never shown a disposition to mingle with them in a soi 1 
oianner. The fact of his having retained the position of 
Acting Commissary of Subsistence for so long a time shows 
in what light his character and intellect were regarded. Be- 
iog the only colored officer in the Army, great regret is ex- 
pressed that;Lieut. Flipper could not have maintained is 
reputation for integrity and high moral character; but ‘ evil 
communications corrupt good manners,” and it is said his 
most intimate associates of late have not been the best, It 
is said that some friends of Lieut. Flipper are endeavoring 
to raise for him the amount of his indebtedness to the Gov~ 
ernment, some $2,000 (since the checks are found), and if 
they succeed they expect the commanding officer to release 
him from the cell.

A CORRESPONDENT of the N. Y. Tribune has been making 
extensive use of the reprint by Admiral Preble, of the Navy 
Register of 1800, which we noticed at the time of its issue. 
The writer says : ‘Commodore Edward Preble (born 1761, 
died 1807), had two sons in the Service, viz.: Edward Preble, 
a midshipman, drowned in the Pacific (in 1825), and 
Admiral Preble, on the retired list, ‘he Edward Preble, 
midshipman, drowned, etc., was born in Virginia, and is be- 
lieved to have been a nephew of Commo. E. P., the son of 
an elder brother, Joshua. Admiral Preble was, or rather is, 
his nephew, the son of his next younger brother, Enoch. 
Commo. E. Preble died ia 1807.” As a matter of fact, Ad- 
miral Preble was born in 1816, nine years after the death of 
Commodore Edward Preble, who had but one child, viz., 
Edward Deering Preble, who received an appointment as a 
midshipman, but never entered the Navy. His son, Edward 
Earnest Preble, now a resident of Portland, Maine, the only 
male descendant of Commodore Edward Preble, was the 
navigator of the Kearsarge in her famous fight with the 
Alabama, and resigned afier the Civil War, a Lieut.-Comdr. 
Commédore Edward Preble was Admiral Preble’s uncle. 
Much of the information contained in the Tribune article 
has already appeared in the Journat. The writer says: 
“Charles Ridgley Goodwin, who later dropped his last name 
and attained distinction as a Commodore, was a midshipman 
in 1800. His son-in-law is the present Secretary of the Navy: 
the Hon. W. H. Hunt, and a son of the latter and of Com- 
modore Ridgley’s daughter, Ridgley Hunt, is now an ensign 
in the Navy. The names of three Henleys, Robert, William, 
acd John, appear on the list of midshipmen. The last be- 
came a captain and died in 1835, after gallant service. He 
married a Miss Dennison, a sister of the wife of Commodore 
John Rodgers, Sr. A granddaughter of Commodore Henley 
and a daughter of the late Rev. Dr. Higbee, of New York, is 
the wife of Commander Theodore F. Kane, U.8. N. There 
were four of the Henleys in the Navy, and in 1819 Commo- 
dore Henley bad a nephew in the Navy. Timothy Pickering, 
Jr., who was on this list of midshipmen, was probably the 
son of the man of that name who was Secretary of State 
from 1795 to 1800. Commodore Charles W. Pickering is be- 
lieved to be his descendant. Out of sixty-four midshipmen 
appointed in 1829 there are only seven now in the Navy — 
Admirals Porter, Almy, and Strong, Captains Dominick 
Lynch, Edward ©, Bowers, Charles Thomas, and Commo- 

dore Whiting. It will probably be news to many who sup- 


the Revolution are now dead or superannuated that there 
lives at Paris, Fauquier County, Va., a lady under sixty 
years of age, aud appearing younger, who is the own daugh_ 
ter of an officer of that war. She is Mrs. Jane Stevenson 
Marshall, whose husband was for atime, ending during 
General Grant’s second term as President, First Assistant 
Postmaster-General. This lady has a sister living, but no 
others remain of their family. Their father was Dr. George 
Stevenson, who was very young (he was born in 1760 at York, 
Penn.), when he enlisted on the first call for troops to fight 
the British. He was one of the original members of the 
Society of the Cincinnati. His daughters now living were, 
of course, the children of his old age, born after he was sixty 
years old. It is an interesting question whether many other 
own children of revolutionary soldiers survive. General 
David Hunter, of Washington, is the son of a Revolutionary 
officer.” 

Tue Pioneer Press, of Aug. 19, says that the following 
extract is from a private letter written to a gentleman in St. 
Paul by a well-known Army officer stationed in the Depart- 
ment of the Platte: 

I notice that you seem to have an idea that we are to have 
an Indian war, but this appears to me in the highest degree 
impossible at present. Nothing, I believe, but starvation will 
drive the Indians in any great numbers on the war-path. 
There is now no possible way for large bodies of the savages 
to subsist away from their agencies, nor will there be until 
the cattle interests of the late debatable land are more 
largely developed ; then, it may be, Indians could live on 
them for a while instead of buffalo. Indians, in my judg- 
ment, who once experience the comforts of an agency are 
not hkely to choose, of their own will. the precarious liveli- 
hood of the plains. The young bucks will always be up to 
any deviltry, but I don’t see what cause there is for them to 
do more than raid a ranch and steal a few horses, or, per- 
haps, murder a few unfortunates. No; I think Indian wars 
on a large scale are finished, unless the reds take to the war- 
path from starvation. 

Speaxinea of the death of Mrs. D. ©. Buell, noted in our 
columns last week, the Louisville Courier-Journal says: 
“Only those who have witnessed the singular and almost 
romantic attachment existing between Gen. Buell and his 
wife can realize the bereavement he has sustained. Mrs. 
Buell had unbounded faith in him. Every one who knew her 
was made conscious of the fact that her first and her con- 
stant thought was of her husband. Years ago, before he 
attained celebrity, and when he was littie known, she appre- 
hended and appreciated the high qualities that subsequently 
commended him, even while in arms, to foe as well as to 
friend, and marked out for him a career. When he left the 
Army, and sought a quiet and retired life in Kentucky, she 
cheerfully followed him, and manifested the same devoted 
admiration and sustaining hope #n his success in the peace- 
ful pursuits of hfe that had distinguished her when he com- 
manded armies. Perhaps there is no man in the world who 
would more quickly shrink from a public exhibition of these 
personal relations than Gen. Buell. But these particulars 
illustrate the whole character of his wife, and reference is 
made to them here as a respectful tribute to her memory—a 
memory that will recall an amiable and affectionate disposi- 
tion, a mind of unusual powers of discernment and reflec- 
tion, a woman who felt and showed at all times that she 
counted her husband as her crown of glory.” 

Tue Douglas monument is at last complete, the monument 
and ground costing $97,000. It is surmounted by a colossal 
statue of the statesman. One of the interesting bronze re- 
liefs on the pedestal represents a public hall of Doric archi- 
tecture. John CO. Calhoun occupies the chair and Henry 
Clay isin the act of speaking to those around him. Doug 
lasis leaning against a pillar intent upon Clay’s speech ; 
near him sits Daniel Webster, and the central group is com- 
pleted by Abraham Lincoln and John Quincy Adams. The 
side group includes W. H. Seward, Thomas H. Benton, and 
others. The work contains this inscription : 

** Stephen A. Douglas, born April 13, 1813. Died June 3, 
1861. Tell my children to obey the laws and uphold the 
Constitution.”’ 

Tue Minneapolis Tribune reports a conversation with Capt. 
Judson Cross, of that city, who has just returned from a 
tour over the Northern Pacific Railroad and beyond up the 
virgin valley of the Yellowstone in Montana. He does not 
speak very encouragingly of the agricultural prospects of the 
valley, which he considers too dry to pruduce the small 
grains withoutirrigation. He says: “ The valleys of the Pow- 
der, the Tongue, and the Big Horn are like the Yellowstone, 
only smaller, and General Brisbin told me he had been all 
through the region north, and that it is a fine, rich pasture 
of rolling prairie. The road is ironed ten or fifteen miles up 
the valley from Glendive. It is nearly all graded for 130 
miles more, nearly .to the Rose Bud Creek, except at Iron, 
Cedar, Eagle, and one or two other bold buttes, which are 
300 feet high, and close under which the river runs.” As to 
the people of the valley he says: ‘‘I must say I think Mrs. 
Kendrick, the wife of Capt. Kendrick, Col. Clough’s able 
assistant, the most charming hostess in a log shack I ever 
saw. Then the officers at Fort Keogh and their wives made 
it very pleasant during our stay in Miles City by a splendid 
collation at the houses of Capts. Sibley and O’Toole, a sere- 
nade by the band, and ride to the Cheyenne Indian camp. 
But the valley is filling up with bright, go-ahead people. 
These great valleys all point this way, and their railroad 
systems must all converge towards these two cities of 
Minneapolis and St. Paul.” An expedition sent out by the 
Chicago Times has traversed the route of the Northern Pa- 
citic Road from the Yellowstone to the head of Lake Pend 
d@’Oreille. It finds the region densely wooded, very moun- 
tainous, abundantly supplied with water, poorly favored with 
grass, and with indications of rich mineral deposits in the 


The engireers have penetrated to Vermilion River, and 
everything connected with the road is being pushed with 
wonderful vigor. White labor is very scarce, and Chinamen 
are beginning to appear as graders. In Washington Territory 
trains are running between Spokane Falls and Westwood» 
and by the end of September sixty-seven miles of grade will 
be ready for use. 

Tue upsetting of a stage-coach, containing ex-Attorney- 
Gen. Devens, and driven by Hank Monk, was, it appears, 
the first mishap of the kind which has befallen this cele- 
brated whip, and he is correspondingly inconsolable. The 
upset occurred at a rough place on the road from Lake Tahoe 
to Carson, near the Summit. Miss Devens was seated be- 
side Hank when the coach went over. Hank held to the 
lines like grim death, and, though going at a rapid gait, 
stopped the team almost instantly, the coach not moving a 
foot after it went over. As Hank Monk rose from mother 
earth he spat out a mouthful of dust, and mournfully re- 
marked: ‘‘That’s the first time it ever happened to me.’, 
Gen. Devens said to his daughter: ‘‘ There, you've always 
wanted to have a ride with Hank Monk—now you've had it.”’ 
In five minutes’ time Hank again had his coach right side up 
and was spinning down the mountain, but not gaily. Ile 
felt sore. He said he once upset a bullion wagon, with no 
one aboard, but never before in his life had he upset a pas- 
senger coach, 

A New York correspondent of the Rochester Democrat 
says: ‘Asa resident of New York Grané will lose much of 
that importance which he has hitherto enjoyed. A great 
city dwarfs all who seek its advantages, and even an ex-Presi- 
dent is no exception.

To the usual observer there is nothing in 
the personnel of the man to account for this power. He is 
neither large nor impressive. He is not even a soldier. But 
to the real student of human nature the source of his power 
becomes intelhgible. Heis simply a mystery, and appeals 
to savage superstition by the cunning use of the mysterious. 
In short, he is a medicine man, rather than soldier. His 
conduct in the Custer fight illustrates what he is. He re- 
mained in his tepée, ‘“‘ making medicine,” while braver and 
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his followers toyed with guns and death, and he probably 
claimed and received credit for all the success which attended 
that battle. His face isa picture of shrewd cunning and 
duplicity. Nature intended him for a doctor, and endowed 
him fully with the capacity and disposition to look wise, and 
prey upon the ignorance and superstition of the masses of his 
fellows. In physical and mental development he is no more 
to be compared with his great soldier, The Gall, who sur- 
rendered last winter, than Pettigrew is with Roscoe Conk- 
ling.”

Hiland embalmed the 
remains, and they were buried with military honors in the 
cemetary of Bella Vista, near Callao, on the afternoon of 
the 28th ultimo, Chaplain Reed, from the English flagehip 
Triumph, officiating. The masons of Callao and Lima, 
representing six ges, also attended in regalia, and per- 
formed the rites of the order over the grave. Mr. Keating 
was a good officer, faithful to duty, and of most exemplary 
life and character. He had earned general respect and 
esteem through his many sterling qualities, aud died re- 
gretted by all on board. The general health on board this 
ship and the Onward continues to be good. Gen. Hurlbut 
presented his credentials to Provisional President Calderon 
at Magdalena, near Lima, on the 2d instant. A general 
feeling of uneasiness pervades the cities of Callao and Lima, 
and the mountaineers have become so bold and threatening 
that the trains on the Oroya road now only run as far as 
Chosica, some thirty miles distant from the capital.

From Hammerfest, Norway, July 26, Coim- 
mander Wadleigh reports to the Department as follows : 

Sie : I have the honor to report the arrival of the Adiance 
at this port on the 24th inst., nice days from Reykjairk. 
The day before we sailed Governor Finssen visited the ship 
and wes received with the proper honors The Governor 
has directed the mayors of the different districts of Iceland 
to A> yp to him everything in the shape of drift wood, etc., 
w may be discovered on the northern coasts of the 
island ; and also forwarded to them copies of the descrip- 
tioa of the Jeannetie, and has in every way manifested the 
greatest interest and good will ia the object of this cruise 
which has been suitably acknowledged. 

Supplies to a limited extent may be had at Reykjairk, ex- 
cept in the early spring, when they have beea euhensted by 
the wiater, and others have not arrived from Eogland. 
There are two mails a month from Leith, Scotland, during 
the summer, and one a month the rest of the year except in 
January aud February. I was informed that lumber was 
= yer b the v ngely By—my comes —- 

orway, quality, wo or three shi 
loads of good quality would uicet with a ready sale, - 
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The usual observations for deviation of compass were 
made in Faxe Bay just outside of the harbor of Reykjairk, 
showing a large increase of easterly deviation. From 
Reykjairk we went to Seidis Fiord, by way of the south 
coast, passing to the north of the Viestmaunaegar Islands, 
meeting on the way a number of French vessels engaged in 
the fishery, to one of which we rendered medical assis- 
tance. Arrived off Seidis Fiord July 17, and communicated 
with « Norwegian fishing vessel, but, finding from the master 
that all the Norwegian vessels on that coast were from the 
south of Norway, and the weather being foggy. I did not 
consider it advisable to go to the head of the Fiord (about 
twenty miles), but left for this port. On the south coast of 
Iceland had fresh westerly —* but, after passing the 
8. E. point of the island, had N. E. winds and.a cold 
southerly current. From Seidis Fiord to longitude 8° E, 
calm and light variable airs, from there strong N. E. winds 
and short rough sea to this port. I have been cordially 
received by Governor Blockstat of this Province, who 
returned my call in person, and has offered to do everything 
in his power in circulating a description of the Jeannete 
among the fishing vessels of this Proviuce. I have obtained 
such supplies as were needed, and also a pilot for Spitz- 
bergen, though it is too late in the season to get the best 
men. I have had a description of the Jeannette printed in 
Norwegian for distribution among the Walrus hunters we 
may meet. The ice is reported very heavy to the north- 
ward, and several of the vessels that left for spitzbergen 
have returned, reporting that they were unable to get 
through ; but by proceeding more to the westward, proba- 
bly less difficulty will be experlenced, as the majority of the 
vessels that have left bere are still absent. 

No ships of war or American shipping in port ;: mail com 
munication with Christiana twice a week. I expect to leave 
here on Thursday, the 28th inst., weather permitting, for 
Bear Island and Spitzberger. The health of the ship’s com- 
pany is good.

The steamer Ranger arrived in San Francisco yesterday. 
She left that port on the 20th of April on a surveying cruise 
for the coast of Central America and Mexico. Sne made a 
general survey of thet seaboard, but was obliged to leave 
there, owing to the rainy season. and sailed thence for San 
Diego. She left that port on the 20ch of July in search of 
Reed rocks or shoals, where she made 120 soundings. The 
reatest dept found was 3,115 fathoms, and the least was in 
atitude 34 degrees 25 minutes north, longitude 132 degrees 
30 minutes west, when 338 fathoms were found. On either 
side of this point 2,700 fathoms were measured. Two miles 
either way, at or about the point indicated by Capt. Reed, 
better known as Reed’s rocks, she found 2,700 fathoas. 
But this does not prove that they do not exist, for there was 
a possible chance of going over them. The depth of water 
which the Ranger surveyed does uot vary over 100 fathoms, 
with the exception of the one sounding above named. In 
every cast of the lead a brownish color of mud was brought 
to the surface. The Ranger will come up to Mare Island to 
clean, etc., and then probably go in search of the Reed rock. 
All on board are reported well. — Vallejo Chronicle, Aug. 16.

Srr: I have the honor to report the arrival of this ship, 
having sailed from San Francisco on March 29, and having 
touched at Rio Janeiro for coal on July 10, leaving that port 
on July 16. In passing Pitcairn Island on April 30 a boat 
came off, according to the custum of the natives, bringing 
some fruit and vegetables, and in turn they were supplied 
from the ship with such small artirles as they stood most in 
need of. From the information obtained, there is not now 
an American on the island ; the number of inhabitants is 98, 
of which more than one-haif are females, but the health con- 
tinues ,ood. Upon reaching the variaale weather, south of 
Pitcairn Island, it was found that the main rigging had be- 
come so slack as to endanger the masts, and it was necessary 
before encountering the heavy weather in doubling Cape 
Horn to set it up at sea ; this wes done on May 23 while un- 
der sail alone witbout causing a noticeable delay in the davy’s 
run. On May 17 the first cutter was lost, as reported by mail 
from Rio Janeiro, by beiug lifted from the davits by a sea ; 
when the sea had moderated the third cutter was transport- 
ed from her place of stowage inside of the railing launch to 
the first cutter’s davits to serve as a life boat. 

On June 8, in lat. 56 22, ion, 60 03, parsed an iceberg in 
daylight, plaivly visible from the ship's deck, from which it 
is evident that vessels are more or less endaugered from ice- 
bergs at all seasons in doubling Cape Horv. When to the 
eastward of the Falklaud Islands it was reported that a se 
rious leak had been discovered in the fore peak ; upon inves- 
tigating and tracing it it was found that the end of the ex- 
haust pipe from the steam heater in the sick bay had been 
broken off, admitting freely the wash of the seas against the 
bows, but it could be readily controlled. 

The daily consumption of coal, at the most economical rate 
of steaming, being trom 12 to 15 tons, and it being necessary 
to retain a certain quautity for distilling, limited the number 
of steaming days, without coaling, to about twenty. which 
proved to be insufficient to meet the necessities of the pas- 
sage without experieucing some delay from light winds and 
calms, Over that space to the northward and westward of 
Cape Horn, where northerly and westerly wiuds prevuil at 
other seasons, the usual southerly and easterly winds prevail- 
edin May and June at the time of this ship's passage. Tue 
British ship Competitor seemed to have experienced similar or 
even more unfavorable winds, as when signalled by this 
ship to the eastward of Oape Horn, end in about the lati- 
tude of Montevideo, she had been ssventy-eight days out from 
New Zealand at the time when this ship bad been 95 days 
from San Francisco. Further experience has tended to veri- 
fy what was previously noted in the sailing qualities of this 
ship, that in jight breezes under all sail, with propeller uo- 
coupled, her rate of sailing is below that of the average sail- 
iug vessel, and that when close hauled the sailing vessel is 
more weatherly. 

In consequence of the expiration of the terms of enlistment 
of a number of the crew, and there being no available men 
to replace them, it became necessary to sail from Mare Island 
with the crew much reduced below the complement, requir- 
ing increased vigilance on the part of the officers, aud daucs 
increased to almost constant wurk on the part of the men. 
The conduct of the crew during the passage, excupt in a few 
individual cases, has been all that could ve desired, and the 
passage of 14,000 miles, which completed the circamnaviga- 
tion of the giobe by this ship, has been made without ioss of 
hfe, accident or damage to sails, spars or machinery. f

Sim: I have the honor to inform the Department that the 
i Board, which for some time as been en ;aged 
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in testing the’Mallory propeller, this day completed that duty. 
As it will require some time for the board to submit a report 
I take the liberty of stating that the trials have been entirely 
satisfactory in showing that a vessel of considerable size can 
be steered and propelled by a screw alone without a rudder, 
so that the hullitself becoming the gun-carriage, a small 
vessel is capable of carryiug the largest size gun, and of 
aiming it with certainty and precision. By means of this 
screw the vessel can be turned in place on its axis, with a 
moderate steam pressure, making a complete circle in 244 
minutes, which is certainly less than half the time a dupli- 
cate vessel could complete the circle by means of a rudder 
and a speed of 12 knots per hour, and whereas the latter 
vessel would require a circle of 1,000 feet to turn in, the 
Alarm turns absolutely on her axis without visibly moving 
from her position. 

As far as can be judged, the mechanical working of the 
screw was entirely successful, no trouble of any kind having 
been experienced with it. Of course, peculiar experience is 
required in the management of a vessel fitted with this 
screw, but no more than any new system would require. 

The vessel attained a speed of nearly 1114 knots, or 131¢ 
miles, per hour. Had the motive machinery and the vessel’s 
stern been constructed especially for this screw, the same 
weight of machinery would have given a speed of about 13 
knots, or 15 miles, per hour. With machinery which could 
now be designed, a vessel of the dimensions of the Alarm 
could be propeiled at from 14 to 141¢ knots per hours. For 
torpedo vessels and rams, it is indiepensabile for maximum 
efficiency that they have the power of changing their course 
instantly, of turning and of backing, in brief, of manceuver- 
ing with the rapidity and handiness of a small boat with 
oars. The Mallory screw not oniy permits of this, but it is 
the only means thus far proposed that will effect these ends. 

I therefore am of opinion that the development of this 
form of a screw will be of great benefit in any system of 
Naval coast defence, The Alarm will return to the Navy- 
yard to-day. 

I expect on Monday to turn over the command of the ves- 
sel to the officer ordered as my relief. On Tuesday [ shall 
report on board the Lancaster for duty. I regret uot being 
able to take the vessel to Washington, as originally ordered 
by the Department, but my successor will use all possible 
despatch in getting her there. 

The Alarm now appears to bein good condition, and I 
trust and believe that she will prove an efficient vessel. For 
war purposes I consider her the most formidable vessel in 
our Navy.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS 


Tue board examining candidates for civil engineers closed 
the examinations on Aug. 23, and prepared to make their 
report. Fifteen out of the twenty-one who presented them- 
selves went through the examination. Two or three were 
rejected physically and the others withdrew. 

Tue Norfolk Virginian says : Orders having been received 
from the department in Washington to take the Savannah 
out of the dry dock and place her in ordinary, as she was 
before, and not to repair her for a training ship as was in- 
tended. 

From the Navy-yard, Mare Island, Aug. 18, the Com- 
mandant, Commodore Thos. 8. Phelps, reports to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy as follows: I have the honor to report the 
arrival at San Francisco of the French iron-clad Triom- 
phant, bearing the flag of Rear-Admiral Baron Brossard de 
Corbigny, and in exchanging the usual courtesies I placed at 
the Admiral’s disposal the yard tug, to enable himself and 
staff to visit the Navy-yard. The Admiral visits this port 
principally to have his ship docked, for the purpose of find- 
ing and stopping a serious leak in the after body. I regret 
the incapacity of the dry dock at this yard to accommodate a 
ship of the Triomphant’s class prevents me from being of 
service to this fine vessel belonging to a friendly nation.

Says Capt. R. B, Forbes in the Nautical Gazelte: ‘‘ Have 
we in our Navy a single ship fit to go to sea, and to keep it, 
as an economical cruiser? I do not hesitate to say that we 
have not one, and we have never had one, and we shall never 
have one until our naval experts can accept the rig of the 
Meteor, which comes nearest to my idea of a perfect one for 
a cruising ship—I mean to say the nearest that has been 
tried. It is still an open question in my mind whether that 
rig or my latest rig will be the best in practice. Naval men 
who have been iu the habit of occupying tops in crowds, 
ready to lay aloft upon yards which cannot be braced up 
sharply, will be very slow to give them up. For my part, I 
think the large tops of vessels of war are a nuisance. The 
three tops of a sloop-of-war, when going head to wind, under 
steam, are about equal, as a retarder of speed, to a mizzen 
top-sail flat aback! A steamer should be able to house her 
pole mast, carrying an upper tupsail, or, as I prefer to desig- 
nate it, a top gallant sail, in five minutes and even less, due 
preparation having been made, and she should be able to 
brace her lower, her top sail, and her top gallant yards just 
as nearly fore and aft as they can be secured, say, in smooth 
water, within three points of amidships, and in rough water, 
say four points, As our fine ships, like the historic Hartford, 
are rigged, a smart crew, well drilled, after due notice, may 
house her top gallant masts and send down her top gallant 
and royal yards in five minutes, or less, and her top masts 
and upper yards may be sent down in ten or twenty minutes ; 
but when they are down the ship is much crippled and her 
speed, going head to wind, is much reduced by the fixed 
hamper. My new rig has no tops; her pole masts, if fitted 
with seven fids and the top ropes always kept rove, can be 
sent down by simply heaving taut the mast ropes and un- 
screwing the supporters to the fids ; it will be unnecessary to 
start a lanyard. Ten men, well drilled, can house the top- 
masts of a sloop-of-war, if properly fitted, while the others 
are furling the top sail. I do not hesitate in saying that a 
ship rigged like this, from full sail may be brought down 
practically to the lower masts, lower yards, and the two yards 
next above in five minutes, and the yards braced very sharp.’

Master W. F. Halsey was tried before a Court-martial at 
the U. 8. Navy-yard, Mare Island, on the 25th day of July, 
1881 The court found him guilty of scandalous conduct, 
and thet, “haviog, upon his own application, been assigned 
to duty on board the U. 8. 8. Rodgers, at the Navy-yard, 

Mre Island, Cal., while attached to said vessel, betweer the 
30th of May and the 14th of June, 1881, by the excessive 
use of intoxicating liquors, he had rendered himself unable 
to perform his duties as an officer of said vessel, thereby 
necessitating his detachment therefrom and the detail of 
another officer in his stead.” 

The court thereupon sentenced Master W. F. Halsey, 
U. 8. N., “to be suspended from duty for six months on 
furlough pay, and to be reprimanded in General Orders by 
the Secretary of the Navy.” 

Under this sentence, which is approved, a painful duty de- 
volves upon me, 

The defence of Master Halsey was entirely technical. It 
carefully, and upon unsound pretexts, evaded an issue 
which the accused should have hasteued to face, if he had 
been guiltless of offences which so seriously affected his 
character as an officer and a gentleman. Although its 
sophistries would not for a moment have embarrassed the 
decision of an ordinary court of justice in the case, they 
seem to have prevailed before the Court-martial : and its 
judgment is characterized by extraordinary leniency. 

Master Halsey had volunteered as an officer on the Rodgers. 
The voyage of that vessel attracted unusual attention in our 
country and abroad. The hardships and perils of the 
adventure were widely known. They kindled ia the public 
mind a strong sympathy in behalf of the officers and men 
whose hardy courage prompted them to volunteer to under- 
take it. The ship’s departure had been delayed by the non- 
arrival of her stores. There was much impatience at the 
delay. The stores at length arrived ; but a second cause of 
delay then.arose. ‘This was the unfitness of Master Halsey

Gen. Néves, formerly Minister to France, said on his 
return to this country, in regard to the de Lesseps canal : 
** There is not much heard of the scheme in Paris now ; 
you see, the large capitalists and the bankers do not 
own the stock, although the bankers made much money 
in negotiating the loan. There is an enormous number 
of stockholders who own small interests in the scheme. 
With the large amount of surplus capital that is floating 
around in France the confidence in M. de Lesseps as an 
engineer was alone sufficient to raise all the money that 
was needed. I have never hesitated to express my pri- 
vate opinion that it is impossible to build the canal until 
the United States Government is satisfied, and until an 
agreement is arrived at between this Government and 
the United States of Colombia. That agreement 
should, of course, give unreservedly the political control 
of the canal to our Government. My confidence in this 
pesition has been strengthened by seeing an announce- 
ment in the papers just before 1 sailed that the Colom- 
bian Government had sent commissioners to Washing- 
ton to reopen negotiations about the canal.” 


News from the South Pacific says that the latest 
addition to the Chilian navy is the Arturo Prat, a fast 
steaming double-turreted monitor of 900 tons burden. 
She will have two turrets with one 25-ton gun in each 
and belongs to what is now in naval circles regarded as 
a very desirable class of ship.

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COLONEL JAMES G. BENTON. 


WE are pained to have to announce the death of 
Col. James G. Benton, U. 8S. A., which occurred at 
Springfield Armory on the morning of August 23, after 
an illness so brief that the sad intelligence proves a great 
shock to his many friends. 

In the death of Col. Benton the Army at large loses 
an Officer whose services can ill be spared, while the Ord- 
nance Corps sustains one of the greatest losses it has expe- 
rienced since the death of the lamented Rodman. To 
scientific attainments far beyond the average, Colonel 
Benton added a mind naturally clear and penetrating. 
He was practical and direct in methods of thought, and 
resembled Gen. Rodman in uniting with an ability to 
analyze and a faculty for research, the power to 
originate and create. During his almost forty years of 
continuous service Col. Benton occupied some of the 
most responsible positions in the Ordnance Department. 
His duties were performed with an ability and fidelity 
which found fitting acknowledgment in the report of 
the Chief of Ordnance to the Secretary of War: ‘‘ The 
operations at the Springfield Armory have been con- 
ducted in the admirable and satisfactory manner which 
always characterizes the performance of every duty by 
Col. J. G. Benton, commanding. The reputation of 
the work there done has never stood higher than now, 
and it can safely rest on the deserved excellence of its 
arms known and recognized everywhere.” Indeed it 
may be safely said that among his professional brethren 
in all arms, there was an almost universal feeling that 
whatever Col. Benton undertook to do would be done 
well. 

To his recent appointment as a member of the Board 
on Heavy Ordnance there was but one objection, 
namely: that his services in other quarters could not 
well be spared, or, if spared, that he was entitled to 
needed recreation ; it was therefore only the great im- 
portance of the position and the urgent issues at stake 
which led to his being assigned to this duty. Colonel 
Benton’s health had been delicate for several years, his 
complaint being a complication of heart and stomach 
troubles, and his labors at the session of the Board 
during the recent heated spell in New York induced a 
prostration which, however, up to the day before his 
death, it was quite confidently hoped might prove tem- 
porary only. 

Colonel. Benton was graduated from the Military 
Academy July 1, 1842, with Newton, Kurtz, Rose- 
crans, Laidley, Beckwith, Pope, Stewart, Kilburn, 
Seth Williams, Doubleday, Sykes; Longstreet, and 








many other distinguished officers—and was at once 
appointed a brevet 2d lieutenant of Ordnance, and as- 
signed to duty at Watervliet arsenal, where he re- 
mained until 1848. He was promoted 1st lieutenant 
March 25, of that year. Thence he went to duty in 
the Ordnance Bureau, assisting in the preparation of a 
system of artillery for the land service of the Ordnance 
Manual. From 1849 to 1857 he served at various 
arsenals, and at Washington engaged in making experi- 
meifits to determine the model of a new rifled musket, 
and from 1857 to 1861 he served as instructor of ord- 
nance and gunnery at the Military Academy. He was 
promoted to be captain July 1, 1856. During the war 
of the Rebellion he rendered important assistance in the 
Ordnance Bureau at Washington as principal assistant 
to the Chief of Ordnance, and as commander of the 
Washington Arsenal, until June 14, 1866, when he was 
assigned to the important charge of the National armory 
at Springfield, in which position he remained until his 
death. He was promoted to be major Sept. 15, 1863; 
lieutenant colonel, June 23, 1874, and colonel, May 29, 
‘879, and he received the brevets of lieutenant odienit 
and colonel March 13, 1865, for faithful and meritorious 
services in the Ordnance Department. Of his eminent 
and thorough work at the National Armory the nation 
at large may know but little, but it was a work of large 
scope, and requiring more than ordinary attainments, 
These Colonel Benton possessed and well fulfilled his 
task, and enjoyed the full confidence of his associates 
and of his superiors. The National Armory will scarce 
find a more fitting head. 

Col. Benton’s social and personal qualities endeared 
him to avery large circle of friends, who mourn his 
death and extend their warmest sympathy to his be- 
reaved family. The funeral services occurred on 
Thursday morning, at Springfield. Thence the remains 
were conveyed by the pall-bearers to New York, and 
there remained on Thursday night in charge of a guard 
of honor, detailed by Major General Hancock. On 
Friday they were taken to West Point, and laid at rest 
near the scene of some of his most useful and creditable 
Jabors. 


AMONG THE SIOUX. 


Van Nostranp has in press a very interesting ac- 
count of ‘‘ Eighteen Months’ Experience as an Indian 
Agent Among the Sioux of Dakota,” by Captain D. C, 
Poole, 22d Infantry. The Captain’s experience has 
evidently not satisfied him of the possibility of making 
Indians first-class citizens and Christians offhand. The 
utmost he hopes for is that they may be advanced one 
step on the road to civilization by becoming herders ; 
but as ‘‘hewers of wood and drawers of, water” they 
are not a success. He gives an amusing account of the 
discouraging experiences of a Philadelphia philanthro- 
pist, Mr. Welsh, who held the contrary opinion. The 
chiefs and lead men represented to Mr. Welsh the 
sad effect produced by the liquor sold to their friends 
by a ranchman who had squatted near the Agency 
grounds. As he could not invoke tke law to abate the 
nuisance Mr. Welsh paid the ranchman $1,200 for his 
property on the condition that he should leave the coun- 
try. But no sooner had the philanthropist disappeared 
on his return East than the ranchman re-appeared, 
staked out a new claim, and resumed business, an- 
nouncing his entire willingness to sell out asecond time. 
Before his departure Mr. We!sh harangued the Indians 
in council on the importance of going to school and 
becoming Christians. In the course of his remarks he 
spoke of having lately seen the President in Washing- 
ton, and in telling them of his interest in lis- 
tening to plans to send them the best of supplies, and 
ministers and teachers for them and their children, he 
said that he had the ear of the Great Father, who lis- 
tened to his words spoken for them. His eloquence 
elicited no ‘‘ hows,” and was listened to with the most 
stolid indifference. At its close, Fire Thunder wanted 
to kn»w if the speaker really intended to send out bet- 
ter blankets and beef cattle, and to build churches and 
school houses for the Indians. Mr. Welsh replied that 
he certainly did. Then Fire Thuaoder wished to know 
if he had the Great Father’s ear, as he had said. Again 
Mr: Welsh answered in the affirmative. ‘‘Then,” said 
Fire Thunder, ‘“‘if you have the Great Father’s ear, 
let’s see it!” In vain Mr. Welsh tried to explain that 
it was only a figure of speech. Fire Thunder having 
announced to the Indians that Mr. Welsh was a liar, 
and like all white men made a great many promises but 
did not fulfil them, drew his blanket about him and 
stalked out of the council room. 

Gen. Stanley, who was well kaown among the Sioux, 
both friendly and hostile, and held in good esteem by 
them; showed a better knowledge of the Indian charac - 





ter. He‘ neverturnéd a deaf ear toward an Indian when 
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seeking counsel, nor allowed him to depart from his 
door when needy, without some substantial gift of food 
or clothing. This contributed to mutual good will, 
which was productive of substantial benefit in his deal. 
ings with these people.” 

Capt. Poole’s introduction to the Sioux was not very 
reassuring. At Fort Randall, on the the way to the 
ayency, he was interviewed by Capt. A. E. Woodson, 
who, after the manner of the veracious guide at Water- 
loo, ‘‘ exhibited a couple of leaden bullets, picked up in 
his sleeping room. They had been fired through the 
door from a rifle in the hands of some impatient savage, 
who thus showed his disgust at the management of 
affairs in general, and the manager in particular.” To 
show, probably, that this little attention was not strictly 
personal to Capt. Woodson, Capt. Poole tells us this 
story of his own experience soon after his arrival at the 


agency : 
At daybreak Capt. Woodson and myself, who occupied 
adjoining rooms in a log building, were aroused by the 


report of a rifle and the peculiar whiz and pat of a ball, which 
passed through my door, knocked the mud and chinking out 
of the partition wall between our rooms, and fiually rolled 
ou the floor. It was followed by two others, which careered 
about our apartments until they spent themselves, fortunately 
not doing much damage. The fusillade was accompanied by 
a short speech in Sioux, but as neither of understood the 
language, that part was lost. Upon inquiry of the interpre- 
ter, however, it was found to be anything but complimentary 
to the agent. After this little outhreak the Indian folded his 
tepee, and silently stole away to some of the hostile cnmps, 
existing in Montana, in the Rosebud and Powder River 


valleys. 

On the whole, however, the gallant captain formed a 
very favorable opinion of the Sioux. He found little 
dissipation among them as a class—very much less than 
among the same number of white men. In their vil- 
lages, removed from disturbing influences, they lived in 
quiet and peaceful contentment, and were easily per- 
suaded and governed. ‘‘ Their simple form of govern- 
ment, their patriarchal surroundings, their hospitality, 
the bravery and endurance of the men, and the virtue 
and faithfulnezs of the women, were to be admired.” 
They reposed a simple confidence in their agent, which 
would necessarily awaken, in any man not thoroughly 
depraved, a disposition to guard them and their rights. 
Nor are they indoleut and lazy after the manner of 
Hottentots. ‘‘ When called upon to perform what they 
consider man’s work, they exhibit remarkable endurance 
and activity. Unequaled in the hunt and chase, when 
providing for their families; unsurpassed in horseman- 
ship; bold scouts and faithful couriers; masters of 
their verious weapons; fitted to endure the winter’s 
cold and summer’s heat; and fully partaking of the 
characteristics of all born to the rigors of a northern 
climate, their energy, if properly directed, would carry 
them into much more useful and surer fields of advance- 
ment than does the past policy in their treatment. 
Many of these untutored savages showed themseives 
models of manly bearing and deportment. The chiefs 
were generally above the average height of white men, 
erect, full-chested, strong limbed, and with small hauds 
and feet. They were natural orators, and always at 
home as they rose te speak in council; standingin a 
finely poised attitude, their blankets drawn over one 
shoulder, the other left bare, giving full play to their 
graceful gestures. They dealt largely in metaphor, 
drawn from their associations with natural objects, and, 
when speaking of the wants of their simple lives and of 
past promises still unfulfilled, were truly eloquent, and 
seldom failed to impress their views of right upon those 
in council, whether at their own homes, or in the 
presence of the chief authorities at Washington.” 

Their chief, the late lamented Spotted Tail, was un- 
like most Indian chiefs in one respect. So far from 
being boastful, he never mentioned himself when it 
could be avoided, and would never relate his adventures 
and bloody conflicts, which, his friends said, were many. 
Though never very eloquent, he was direct and forcible 
and usually spoke to the point. He showed true 
trafficking qualities, always clamoring for more beef 
and bacon, asking for an increase of ten or fifteen head 
of cattle and three or four sides of bacon, and gradually 
coming down to be quite satisfied with one or two cattle 
and half a side of bacon. 

Nearly one-half of Cupt. Pcole’s book is devoted to 
an interesting account of his visit to Washington with 
a delegation of the Indians, who were, he found, much 
less impressed than he expected they would be by the 
evidences they saw of the white man’s greatness. They 
had no possible conception of the size of the country, 
not realizing the speed with which the railroad trans- 
ported them: half across the-continent; and as to 
to its population, on their arrival in New York on their 
return from Washington, one of the party, Swift Bear, 
announced his conviction that the people who crowded 
about them and hooted: after them were the same peo- 
ple who had followed their party from- Chicago to 
Washington, Philadelphia, and now to New York. -He 
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could not tell how they were transported, but was firm 
in his belief that they were the same individuals. 








THE ALARM. 


WE publish this week the report of Lieut. Brown on 
the trials of the Alarm. The report does not give the 
details, but simply records the best results obtained, 
and which are undoubtedly the maximum results to be 
obtained from a vessel the form of which does not con* 
duce to speed, and the steam power of which is rela- 
tively insufficient. The engines of the Alarm were 
constructed by the Morgan Iron Works (J. Roach’s) for 
the Fowler wheel, fitted originally to the ship. There 
being no suitable bed plates on which to fix the pro- 
peller, the connection between engines and propelling 
apparatus were found to be of insufficient ability, and it 
was therefore impossible to obtain the possibly best 
speed. 

The trial of the Mallory propeller has been fairly 
successful, and it will no doubt be given a better op- 
portunity. The time of turning with it through 16 
points has bven found to be about 1m. 15s., this being 
the average of several trials. If this does not seem ex- 
traordinary it is to be remembered that it as difficult to 
reduce the time lost in turning t) that extent as it is to 
increase the speed of a ship a knot ortwo. As the 
report gives only the best results of which the Alarm 
has shown herself capable, we add the following data 
from a careful momorandum cf the results on the 2d of 
August, when the trial was less favorable, fhe condenser 
circulating pump being for one thing entirely out of 
order, producing an imperfect vacuum.

The arrangements for the military portion of the 
celebration at Yorktown, Va., to take place in October 
next, are steadily progressing under the direction of 
of Major General Hancock, and in due season the of- 
ficial military programme will be announced. Mean- 
while the following will show how the problem of 
transportation {is solved :

Militia organizations and others coming fron Eastern 
States can arrange for transportation via water to Newport 
News, or by rail via Richmond. Those coming from the 
West and South can procure all rail transportation direct 
to Yorktown. By this action of the railway authorities, the 
difficulties regarding wharfage facilities at Yorktown are 
satwfactorily removed, and organizations that have been 
heretofore deterred on this account will find their desires 
within the range of certainty of accomplishment. It is re- 
quested that this office be early advised, however, as to the 
route selected.

Gov. Cornell, of New York, has appointed a number

army and fleet who served in’ the Yorktown campaign 


Mr. M. P. Key, of Memphis, Tenn., has invented a 
machine gun which is described as consisting of ‘‘a 
number of barrels placed horizontally, and then encased 
insuch a manner as to throw its balls eleven inches 
apart at a given distance; this case is then placed on an 
artillery carriage, the same as other guns. Two other 
cases, similarly made, are then placed on this one, andi 
are made to open like a lady’s fan. A good illustration: 
would be to take three books of the same size, lay one: 
on top of the other, then move the top one a little tu the: 
right and the second one the same distance to the left,. 
leaving the bottom one at right angle to the line, and! 
imagine each to contain thirty or more barrels. Its: 
capacity will be more than 3,000 shots per minute, and! 
sweep the entire arc of a circle in two or three minutes.” ’ 
Mr. Key is at present in Washington, D. C., in the 
interest of his gun. 








Gen. Lopsz, Director of the Military Academy of 
Colombia, died at Bogota on the 4th of July last. The 
decree establishing the National Military Academy re- 
quires the director, or superintendent, to be named 
from among the general officers of the Army; but 
Lieut. Lemly, of the 3d U. 8 Artillery, who has been 
for the last year the commandant of cadets, was imme- 
diately appointed director interim, and made colonel of 
the Colombian Guard. It appears to be the desire not 
only of the President, but of the people generally, that 
Lieut. Lemly’s appointment should be made permanent. 
All the journals published at Bogota, without regard to 
politics, have declared for him. La Luz (the Presi- 
dent’s own paper), Hi Deber, Hi Conservador, and La 
Reforma have each published very complimentary 
notices of the young commandant, and it is probable 
that he will remain as director and Jefe de Hstudios, 
The translation by Licut. Lemly of Upton’s Tactics, 
adapted to Colombian needs and topography, will 
shortly be published in one volume of about 380 pages. 
Lieut. Lemly has labored very hard to bring the 
Colombian Military Academy up to the proper standard,. 
and he has always met with the most cordiai co-opera- 
tion of the Government which has gracefully and gene- 
rously rewarded him by a position of the highest 
trust. 





For some time communications have come to us ask-- 
ing us to urge a readjustment, if it may be so termed 
of the pay of the enlisted men of the Army. Some of 
these communications are sensible; others less so. But, 
taking them as a whole, we glean that the following 
would prove a desirable basis for the pay of the Army : 
Ordnance sergeauts and commissary sergeants as at 
present ; hospital stewards to be designated apothe- 
caries, and receive $45 per mouth, with quarters and 
rations as at present; regimental sergeant-majors (of 
all arms), $36 per month; regimental quartermaster- 
sergeants (of all arms), $34 per month; 1st sergeants 
(of all arms), $32 per month; sergeants (of all arms), 
$27 per month; corporals (of all arms), $22 per month; 
private soldiers as at present; pay of chief trumpeters, 
principal musicians, etc., to be regulated in accordance 
with relative changes made in the other grades. It is 
urged, and with sume reason, that the Army never will 
have good, or the best, non-commissioned officers until 
the standard of qualifications is increased, and the emo- 
luments of the office increased in corresponding ratio ; 
that there is now so little difference between the pay of 
a private soldier and a non-commissioned officer as to 
afford but little stimulus to the former to aspire to the 
position of the latter; that education, coupled with 
military knowledge, is often entirely disregarded in the 
appointment of non-commissioned officers, personal rea- 
sons Loo often governing the selection. The Inspectors 
General of the Army can possibly determine the value of 
these matters, but at any rate how to obtain and keep skil- 
ful, well educated, and well-behaved non-commissioned 
officers is a problem worthy of close attention, and 
one which we commend to the careful consideration of 
the military authorities and legislators. Foreign armies 
have done their best of late years to solve the problem, 
and we, who absolutely require that our small force 
should always be in the best possible state of efficiency, 
should devote special attention to the interior econo- 
mies, upon which so much depends in the hour of 
danger.

in the House of Commons. A noble duke recently en- 
deavored to explain in the House of Lords the cause of 
the temporary reverses to our troops in the Transvaal 
by showing that they had to encounter deer-stalkers 
rather than soldiers. This proves the value of skilled 
rifle-shooting. It is obvious that men trained in the 
intelligent use of their weapon are of the greatest value 
in a campaign. A squad of such men placed behind a 
bank and well supplied with ammunition could silence 
any artillery, as the Boers are said to have done at 
Laing’s Nek, when they made our guns all white with 
bullet marks. Let me now draw attention to what is 
possible to be done with the modern arms of precision, 
supposing that the men are equal to their weapons, 
wnich can at present be said only of afew. A small, 
well trained body of 50 men, placed under cover, can 
easily fire 3,000 shots in a quarter of an hour, (each 
man firing at the rate of four shots per minute), and 
can place every shot at 800 yards into a space no larger 
than an ordinary sized room. At this rate a battalion 
of 800 men could, in half an hour, pour 80,000 or 
90,000 bullets into an enemy advancing against them, 
thus producing a shower af lead under which no troops 
could stand, much less advance—an instructive and 
consolatory reflection to the country whose army can 
never be numerically large, and which should, there- 
fore, endeavor to make amends for the smallness of 
numbers by the high training and superior intelligence 
of the men. The waste of ammunition ahd the con- 
sequent loss of opportunity in war are enormous. They 
must always be large, but might be greatly reduced.” 








Jerrerson Davis, by his ponderous special pleading 
in favor of secession in his recently published volumes, 
has challenged anew the spirit of criticism upon the 
Southern political leaders which was set at rest for a 
time by the general disposition to cultivate good fellow- 
ship with our erring sisters whom we loved too well to 
suffer them to depart in peace. Among the rejoinders 
to Davis’s work one appears in the Atlantic for Septem- 
ber and one in the Worth American Review. In the 
latter, the writer, Rossiter Johnson, refers to the fact 
that in the case of every insurrection against slavery— 
like Nat Turner’s and John Brown’s-—the insurgents 
suffered the extreme penalty of the law, while in all 
others, like Shay’s rebellion, Fries’s, and the whiskey 
war, they were cither pardoned outright or only very 
mildly punished. He also says sarcastically : 


Tho atrocities of Andersonville were explained into 
nothingness long ago, The boys in blue lay on flowery beds 
of ease within that spacious and airy stockade, listening 
dreamily to the purl of the crystal brook that babbled at 
their feet, while the boys in gray at Elmira were suffering 
the tortures of the Inquisition. Lee, who never won an 
offensive battle, was the great general of the war. Grant 
was a bluuderer—always blundering into success. Gen 
Sherman set fire to Columbia with his own hands, foolishly 
applying the torch before he had had any opportunity for 
pinnder, while Gen. Early buraed his fingers in efforts to 
put out the fire at Chambersburg. Gen. Butler stole all the 
silver spoons in New Orleans, but Gen. Floyd was as honest 


as the day is long. 

He vigorously protests against what he characterizes as 
asort of literary conspiracy on the part of Southern wri- 
ters ‘‘to glorify the achievement which they didn’t 
achieve, to change the apparent motive of the war, to 
magnify the genius of the rebel generals, and belittle 
their conquerors—an endeavor to write into respecta- 
bility the meanest of causes, and invest with a glamor 
of heroism the most inexcusable of crimes.” ‘ This 
disposition,” he says, ‘first showed itself in the careful 
substitution of the term ‘civil war’ instead of ‘rebel- 
lion,’ uniformly adopted by many standard publications 
to avoid offending any of their readers. It is true that 
it was a civil war, and we might generalize stil] more of 
its character out of sight by using the invention of a 
celebrated satirist, and calling it an ‘ onpleasantnis.> 
Specifically, it was a rebellion and nothing else. It 
never rose to the character of a revolution, for it never 
had possession of the capital or the public archives, never 
stopped the wheels of the Government for a single day, 
was suppressed in the end, and attained none of its ob- 
jects. It is always good rhetoric, and generally good 
policy to call things by the most specific name they 
will bear. Then came careful corrections of figures. 
The Confederate General So-and-so only had so many 
men at such a battle, instead of the larger number he 
has always been credited with, and only lost so many, 
while his Federal antagonist had three times the num- 
ber, and lost two and a half times as many as the records 
of the War Department say he did. Then, by some io- 
genious course of reasoning, a battle that has been 
scored as a victory for the ational troops is shown to 
have been a sort of quiet triumph for the rebels. And 
this goes on till the reader wonders what became of all 
the men who were raked into the Confederate service 


by the wholesale conscriptions, and why the ‘cause’ 
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lication by Jefferson Davis of two large volumes, in- 
tended to set forth what he and his Confederacy tried 
to do for the cause of liberty, and how it happened 
that the powers of despotism defeated his beneficent 
plans.” 








Tue French military commmission which, in ac-

ARE we to acquire more real estate? A despatch 
from Victoria, British Columbia, says it is rumored that 
the cause which led to the quick despatch of her 
Majesty’s ship Garnett for the Sandwich Islands re- 
cently was the fact that it was the intention of the 
United States to take possession of Kalakau’s kingdom. 
It is added that the flagship of the British fleet is sailing 
toward Honolulu from the South American coast, and 
that ships of other naval powers have been ordered to 
rendezvous there. 








TELEGRAPHIO orders were sent on Wednesday to Phi- 
ladelphia to the Tallapoosa, which was on the way to 
New York, to return to Washington, in view of her 
possibly being needed for the President. After the 
consultation of the attending physicians, who decided 
on Thursday that it would not be prudent to remove 
the President, orders were sent to the Tallapoosa to 
continue on to New York, land freight and return to 
Washington as quickly as possible. 





Tue first copy of the first publication from the A. G. 
office was laid on the Secretary’s table this week. The 
book, which is an octavo of some 200 pages, is entitled 
‘‘Notes Illustrating the Military Geography of the 
U. 8.,” and is divided into three parts; Part I. treat- 
ing of military divisions, districts, departments, and

This work, compiled by the chief clerk in the A. G. 
office, gives, in condensed and easily understood form 
a complete view of the military geography of this 
country from 1813 to the close of last year (1880), and 
will prove an acceptable addition to military libraries, as 
extending the sources of information on such subjects. 
It is understood that this publication is the first fruit of 
a plan determined on by the Adjutant General for pub- 
lishing from time to time, as occasion may justify, 
papers on military, statistical and kindred subjects.

THE promising military career of 2d Lieutenant Geo. W. 
Smith, 9h U. 8S. Cavalry, was terminated August 18, by 
his being killed on that day in a fight with Indians, about 15 
miles from McEver’s Ranche, New Mexico, The full parti- 
culars are not yet to hand, but from previous despatches it 
appears that Lieut. Taylor, 9th Cav., struck the Indiaus 
Aug. 16, and had quite a fight, capturing some horses and 
retaking some property, with a loss of a few horses killed. 
Scouts reported that there were two white men wiih the hos- 
tile Indians. Lieut. Taylor continued his pursuit of the hos- 
tiles towards the Black Range, and probably had another en- 
gagement with them on the 18th, when Lient. Smith was 
killed. The deceased, a native of Virginia, although but a 
2d lieutenant, had much military experience. He originally 
entered the Army, as a captain of the 18th Inf., on the 5th 
of August, 1861, and was brevetted major, Sept. 20, 1863, for 
gallant and meritorious service at the battle of Chickamauga, 
and lieutenant-colonel, Sept. 1, 1864, for gallant and meri- 
torious service during the Atlanta campaign and in the battle 
of Jonesboro’,Ga. He resigned May 15, 1866, and re-entered 
the Army on the 6th of August, 1873, as a 2d lieutenant of 
the 9th U.S. Cav. The vacancy in the regiment will be filled 
by the promotion of Additionai 2d Lieut. John H. Gardner, 
of the 8th U. 8. Cav. 

Tue prospectus for 1881 of the New York Military Aca- 
demy, at Fort Washington-on-the-Hudson, indicates a thor- 
ough course of instruction. Military drill is a special feature, 
and of it the prospectus says: ‘The value of such training 
must be apparent at a glance.

Lee, giving an account of his last illness and his death : 


That Wednesday night, at half-past seven o’clock, after 
a day every moment of which had been filled with care 
for others and the closing hours to the vestry meeting 
of the church, my husband came in. We had been 
waiting for him, and I remarked: ‘You have kept 
us waiting for you a long time. Where have you 
been?” He did not reply, and stood as if to say grace, 
but no sound proceeded from his lips and he sat down in 
his chair perfectly upright und with a sublime look of resig- 
nation on his counteuance, but did not attempt to reply to 
our inquiries. That look was never to be forgotten, undI 
have no doubt that he felt that his hour had come, al- 
though he submitted to the doctors, who were immediately 
summoned and had not even reached their homes from the 
same vestry meeting. His whole demeanor during his 
illness showed one who had taken leave of the earth. 
He rarely attempted to speak except in bis dreams, and 
then he wandered to those dreadtul battlefields. Once, 
whea ——— urged him to take some medicine, which he 
always took with reluctance, he looked at her and said: 
“°Tis no use,” but aiterwards took it. When he became so 
much better the doctor said: ‘‘ You must soon get out and 
ride your favorite gray.” He shook his head emphatically 
and looked upward. He slept a great deal,. but knew us all 
and greeted us with a kindly pressure of the hand, loving to 
have us around him. For the last forty-eight hours he 
seemed quite insensible of our presence, breathed heavily 
and at last quietly sunk to rest with one deep-drawn sigh.

THE LAW OF NAVAL PROMOTION. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 








Six: Your editorial of June 4, ‘‘The Law of Naval 
Promotion,” should be read carefully by every officer in 
the Naval Service. It is a plain, common-sense exposi- 
tion of the law, and in consonance with the intention 
of the framers of the original act, and as set forth in 
the letter of Hon. G. V. Fox, who to-day is the best 
and most reliable authority on a subject which has in 
some instances given not only candidates for promotion 
trouble, but has been one of controversy among mem- 


bers of Boards themselves. 


But for the occasional protests against the action of 
the Naval Examining Board, the country would never 
know that such a tribunal was in existence. But even 
then, what does any one not particularly interested care 
about the fate of a candidate? He is left to battle for 
himself. He may demonstrate to any unprejudiced 
mind that he has been unfairly and illegally treated. 
Will he have the moral courage to oppose those high in 
authority, and who hold his fate in their hands? The 


met surrender early in the action. 


e have too often and long regarded an advancement 
in rank solely in the light of promotion, but every pro- 
motion is really a separate, independent sppointment, 


and so reads every commission issued. 


We are informed by the Constitution that the power 
of appointment is lodged with the President. But 
here enters a law of Congress, delegating to some other 
tribunal this Presidential power, and deprives the Exe- 
cutive of any voice in the matter as to who are to fill 


offices in the Navy. 


I thiuvk a competent lawyer could clearly show the 
law creating the Board to be itself unconstitutional, and 
that not only is this Board constitutionally powerless to 
make appointments, but that even Congress has no 
authority to fill the offices or say who shail fill them ; 
the most it can do is to create the offices, and they are 
to be filled by the President. If, then, Congress has 
no authority in the matter of filling offices after once 
created, still less has it authority to delegate any such 


wer to a Board. 


Too long already has this Board been regarded as an 
advisory one. Not so, for it holds an officer’s promotion 
or non-promotion, but more properly appointment or 
non-appointment, within its own control, and the most 
the Executive can do is to approve or disapprove its 


proceedings ; he is utterly powerless to do more. 
I have heard it claimed for this Board that it is a 


tribunal with ‘“‘ extraordinary powers.” I should think 
so, if it absorbs the constitutional functions of au exe- 
cutive. ‘‘He shall have the right to be present, if he 
so desires,” has been of recent years, by some strange 
rule of grammar, made to say, ‘‘he must be present.” 
Tis to be hoped that no more editions of that grammar 


have been published. 


Capt. Corbin raised this question a long time ago, and 
it is only to be regretted that he did not then push the 
matter to a final conclusion. He would not only have 


vindicated himself, but conferred an estimable benefit 


upon the Navy generally. If Capt. Corbin had had a 
weak protest at the time, and had taken an untenable 
stand, and if after being ordered by the Department to 
appear he failed to obey said orders, why was he not 
court-martialled for disobedience of said orders? This 


is the view I take of it—tbere was no other alternative, 


if Capt. Corbin bad been in the wrong. He has since 
been sustained in the position he assumed by the highest 
tribunal in the land. This should be glory enough for 


him, and is indicative of his future success.

Meade to follow up his advantage after Gettysburg, 
without delay, and suid in substance, ‘‘ If you succeed, 
all the honor and glory shall be yours; if you fail, I will 
take the responsibility ;” and that President Lincoln 


added, ‘“‘If vou succeed, destroy this letter; if you! 


fail, keep it for your vindication.” 

I do not know of any letter such as your paragraph 
describes. It is not among the papers of Gen. Meade, 
which have been long in my possession; and, moreover, 
I am informed that there is no such letter on file in the 
archives of the War Record Office. 

There is one communication from President Lincoln 
to Gen. Meade which bears in verbal similarity a faint 
trace of the supposed letter, and that is the one, doubt- 
less, as to whose wording and relation to events you 
have been misinformed. It is represented by a letter of 
October 16, 1863, from President Lincoln to Gen. Hal- 
lock, and was forwarded on the same day by that officer 
to Gen. Meade. 

Gen. Meade was at that time, October 16, in the 
neighborhood of Centreville, Va., having fallen back 
from the Rapidan, and in the course of the movement 
outmanceuvred Gen. Lee in his efforts to place his army 
between the Army of the Potomac and Washington, 
and having on October 14 inflicted serious injury on a 
portion of Gen. Lee’s army at Bristoe Station—that 
portion of the Army of the Potomac engaged having 
been skilfully handled by Gen. Warren. 

In that letter of President Lincoln to Gen. Halleck, 
transmitted by the latter to Gen. Meade, Presideut Lin- 
coln, after estimating Gen. Lee’s strength, suggests the 
probable success of an attack, in these words: ‘If 
Gen. Meade can now attack on a field no more than 
equal for us, and will do so with all the skill and 
courage which he, his officers and men _ possess, the 
honor will be his if he succeeds, and the blame may be 
mine if he fails.” 

However, as this letter was writte1 three months 
after the battle of Gettysburg, relates to an entirely 
different situation from that immediately following the 
battle, and is very different from the supposed letter, it 
is evident that it is irrelevant to the alleged impressions 
of President Lincoln as to the results of that battle. 

This being the state of the case, you will doubtless be 
pleased, in the interest of historical accuracy and indi- 
vidual justice, to give this correction the advantage of 
the same publicity as the error has enjoyed through 
your JOURNAL. Gro. MEADE.

THE CASE OF CAPT. HOWGATE. 

Tuts week the revelations in the case of Capt. How- 
gate have grown still more startling. 

On the 24th of August Col. William A. Cook, as spe- 
cial attorney for the Government, in behalf of the United 
States, entered a civil suit against Capt. Henry W. 
Howgate to recover $101,257.08. Writs of attachment 
were issued and placed in the Marshai’s hands, and his 
deputies seized all the real and personal property belong- 
ing to the defendant. The suit is based upon affidavits 
filed in the cause by A. B. Newcomb and Louis V. Ca- 
ziarc. They state that an investigation has for a short 
time been going on by the Government into the accounts 
of Capt. Howgate as disbursing officer of the Signal Ser 
vice of the United States Army; that such investigation 
has developed that the defendant has unlawfully drawn 
from the United States Treasury on checks, and appro- 
priated to his own use the sum mentioned. They be- 
lieve that further investigation will disclose further 
large sums so taken by Howgate; that he has, with a 
full knowledge of these facts, and while the investiga- 
tion is still going on, suddenly and without declaring 
any »usiness or reason for leaving at this time, left the 
District without indicating how long he will remain or 
if he ever will return. They believe that Capt. How- 
gate, before he left it, intended to dispose of his real 
estate in the District, so as to defeat just demands 
made against him. The following are the particulars 
of the demand:

On the 22d, Capt. Howgate’s sureties, Messrs. Moses, 
McCullough, and Anderson, were accepted, and the 
Captain was released from custody. It is stated that 
Messrs. McCullough and Anderson built several houses 
for him, while Moses is said to have furnished and car- 
peted the officers’ quarters at Fort Myer (formerly Fort 
Whipple), while Capt. Howgate was still connected 
with the Army. On the 23d, the Washington Hvening 
Critic printed the following: ‘“ This morning, at the in- 
Stance of Gen. Hazen, a further charge was made 
against Capt. H. W. Howgate for an additional embez- 
zlerent of $50,000 from the Government. This will 
require an additional bond covering the entire amount 
of the defalcation made in the charge, in default of

amount alleged to have been embezzled. On investiga- 
tion, it is learned that the additional evidence upon 
which this charge is made by the Government comes 
from New York. In the course of the search by the 
detective force of the Department of Justice, vouchers 
for the payment of supplies in large sums furnished by 
parties in New York were found. Upon consultation 
with these parties, they positively disclaim all know- 
ledge of the transactions, making affidavit that the 
supplies in question were never furnished by them, and 
that no such sums had been received from the disburs- 
ing officer of the Signal Corps. It seems that during 
the years Capt. Howgate served in the capacity of dis- 
bursing officer of the Signal Corps he was practically 
in command of the entire financial system. Not only 
was the method of checks defective, as now shown, 
but there was a systematic effort, and, it appears, a too 
successful one, to avoid the inspection of the accounts 
required in all other branches of the service. 

A despatch to the Boston Herald says: ‘‘ The pecula- 
tions extended to nearly every branch of the expendi- 
ture of the $500,000 annual appropriation for the Signal 
Service. The book in which the accounts of the steam 
yacht Storm Signal were kept is being examined by ex- 
perts. This vessel, formerly the Modjeska, was sold by 
Howgate to the Government for, it is said, $20,000. 
Its ostensible destination was to lay cables, but the 
practical men in the office did not have to wait until the 
costly and luxurious appointments were furnished to 
see that the boat was not intended for any service of 
the kind. The most expensive rugs, carpets, and fur- 
niture to be found in the warehouse of A. B. Moses, 
supplied at his prices, were obtained. The table was 
also covered with the very best silver and crockery ware 
and linen that could be bought. Then, a first-rate 
caterer and assistants having been engaged, the true 
purpose of the purchase of the boat was disclosed. In 
conjunction with the famous Tippity Witchity Club, 
gay parties were given on the river and excursions 
made to the island owned by the club at the mouth of 
St. Mary’s River. Here the same splendid repasts were 
served as on the boat, but in a frame house. This 
house was once upon a time a fixture in the rear of the 
signal office. It was found to be in need of a fresh coat 
of paint. -This was given it by a painter since dead, 
named Chamberlain, and charged to the signal office 
fund. The medical stores for the signal service men 
are all furnished through the Regular Army sources, 
yet a bill appears in Captain Howgate’s accounts for 
‘medical appliances,’ bought of a city druggist, 
amounting to about $500.” 

Capt. Howyaie has given a deed of his property to 
his bondsmen to secure them, but the marshal claims 
that he has it by prior attachment. The property is 
valued at $110,205. His bail has been increased to 
$90,000. i ae

THE INDIANS IN NEW MEXICO. 


HEADQUARTERS DEPARTMENT OF THE MIssouRI, 
Fort GARLAND, Cou., Aug. 16, 1881. t 
To Col. W. D. Whipple, A. A. Gen., Chicago, Ill.: 

The following despatch from Col. Hatch is repeated to 
you ; the question of putting an end to this raid is one only 
of a short time, namely, the time needed to hunt up and run 
down the small parties of Indians scattered about in the 
mountains.

Wright, from Wingate, with 
fifteen men, Co. K, 9th Cavalry, joined Guilfuyle, on 9th, 
south of Urita forty miles. Guilfoyle had then made another 
my the Indians turning south.

No attack on 
railroad, on which are two companies of infantry. They are 
operating against the band of Indians direct—four com- 
panies of vavalry and one of Indian scouts. Four com- 
panies of cavalry and one of infantry are south of this} 
scouting and watching trails from México, as the strength 
of Mexico Indians is as yet south of the Mexico and Texas 
lines. None of the companies have reached me from Fort 
Lewis. If the Indians do not break south to-day I shall 
bring up two companies from south by rail.

Shafter, Fort Davis, who has offered his assistance, and has 
four companies of cavalry, has requested him to send two 
companies to scout southwest of the Mescaleros reserva- 
tion, and send cavalry where Indians are reported south of 
Quitman.

Gen. Pope, at Fort Garland, Col., telegraphs further 
information received from Col. Hatch, as follows : Two 
companies, with cavalry, which should have been with 
Col. Hatch, have been detained for the last ten days by 
an extensive washout south of them, but they are now 
on their way by a wagon road. The last two companies 
and the company near Lewis have been ordered to join 
the others without delay. With those four companies 
Col. Hatch will have his whole regiment of twelve com- 
panies, the whole of the 15th Inf., and two companies 
of Indian scouts in the section where the raiding In- 
dians are. This force is ten times as large as the largest 
estimate of the Indians, and should be and is sufficient. 
The Uncompaghre Utes are to move to-morrow to their 
new agency; but as they are unwilling to go, it can not 
yet be told whether they will go quietly or not. If 
they are peaceful, Col. Mackenzie, with six companies 
of the 4th Cav., will march to New Mexico at once if 
it should be necessary. The heavy and constant raing 
throughout New Mexico have done great damage to the 
railroads, and they can not be relied upon. 

Gen. Pope telegraphed from Fort Garland, Col., to 
Gen. Sheridan’s headquarters, Aug. 24, that the last 
despatches from Col. Hatch indicate the escape of the 
remnant of the Indian raiders into Mexico, with the 
troops fcllowing eight hours behind. Gen. Pope says: 
“It is impossible yet to tell what injury was done, as: 
the newspaper reports are almost altogether sensational, 
and most of them baseless. The Mescaleroes who 
joined the raiders have found the way hack to their 
reservation, singly and in small parties, through the 
mountains; but they will be hunted out on their reser- 
vation as far as possible.”

Every available man under the command 
of General Hatch is either in the field or guarding set- 
tlements. The number of troops is too small, however, 
and the people are arming for self-protection. Three 
volunteer companies are arming at Albuquerque for 
service should the Navajos become restless. So far the 
the troops have had six fights with the hostiles. During 
the raid some thirty people have been killed and the 
soldiers have lost about twenty in killed and wounded. 
Advices from Cuchelsnegro, under date of August 
16th, state that the Navajos are not on the war- 


path.

Indians were strong in numbers, but Smith attacked 
them, expecting reinforcements from troops following 
some distance behind. The soldiers were being rapidly 
shot down, when, at a critical moment, Geo. Daly, with a 
force of 20 miners, arrived and joined in the fight, and 
the Indians were routed with great loss. They, 
however, carried off theit dead and wounded, so- 
that their exact loss could not be ascertained.

They have probably 
overtaken the Indians before this, as the latter would be 
considerably delayed by carrying their wounded and 
burying their dead. The hostiles are near the Mexican 
line, evidently making for Chihuahua, and are well 
armed and mennoted. The Mescaleros, who have been 
fighting with Nana, are trying to sneak back into the 
agency by twos and threes. A vompany of cavalry has 
been ordered to guard the Hillsboro and Lake Valley 
settlements, und, if possible, cut off or hold Nana’s band 
until Taylor and Dimmick overtake them.” 

The following is a despatch from Colonel Hatch, 
dated at Fort Craig, August 16: 

Captain Cooney with a company of cavalry is scouring the 
southern portion of the Magdalene Mountains. Taylor took 
the trail of Nana’s pirty yesterday, who have their wounded 
with them. He will probably be on the hostiles to-day. 
Gailfoyle and Wright were on a large trail going West to- 
ward Arizona, in a iine uearly on the thirty-fourth parallel. 
Hughes with a company is on a trail about Tularosa. All the 
cavalry is scouting actively, and the rain continues in the 
mountains in torrents. The Rio Grande is very bigh. 

A second despatch of the same date is as follows : 

Lieutenant Valois, in command of Company I, reports that 
he struck a band of Indians yesterday, near Cuchilla Negra, 
who bad attacked a party of twenty Mexicans. He thinks 
that the Indians are about fifty strong, and that they are the 
hostiles who bave come up from Mexico, on the west side of 
the Nimbres Mountains and crossed.over the range east. 
Lieutenant Burnett was wounded, as weretwo men. Six 
horses were killed in the charges on the Indians. I have 
ordered every available man from Selden, Bliss, and from 
Fort Marcy. I am now anxious about the railroads, and 
leave myself at once. 

Governor Sheldon, of New Mexico, left Washington 
Aug. 19 for New Mexico. He had a conference with 
Secretaries Lincoln and Kirkwood and Gen. Sherman 
in to the Indian troubles in the Territory.

THE NORTHERN INDIANS. 


#'A despatch dated St. Paul, Aug. 23, says: ‘‘ Tele- 
grams received at department headquarters from the 
commanding officer at Assiniboine state that three com- 

ies of the 18th Infantrv left that post on the 21st 
ay to assist in driving off the Indians who some ten 
days ago crossed the line and have been hunting buffalo 
and committing depredations on the American side. 
These three companies are in addition to the two com- 
panies of cavalry despatched from the fort on the 19th 
at the request of the Indian Agent at old Fort Belkuap; 
and the entire force, comprising nearly 200 men, with 
one 13-inch rifled gun, is under the command of Capt. 
M. E. O'Brien, of the 2d Cavalry. The Indians are es- 
timated at from 1,500 to 2,000, and are chiefly Crees, 
Piegans and Assiniboines, who are for the most part 

ceably disposed, but cannot resist the temptation to 
hunt buffalo and run off ponies on whatever side of the 
line they may find them; but this raid is the less excus- 
able since there is said to be nolack of game on their 
own rezervation on the north of the line. The scene of 
operations is the country between the east and west 
parks of the Milk River to the neighborhood of old Fort 
Belknap. It is hardly expected that the marauders will 
make a stand against Capt. O'Brien’s battalion, as he is 
thought to ave a sufficient force to give them a lively 
chase and possibly a well merited castigation.” 

A special despatch from Pierre, Dak., dated August 
23, says: ‘‘Two hundred and fifty of Sitting Bull's 
hostiles, from Standicg Rock, arrived at the Cheyenne 
Agency to-day. The remainiag 1,700 will reach here 
in five days.”

Gen. Devens, of Feb. 21, 1881, on the question of relative 


ment and commission, has been received; and in deference 

to the urgency of your request and the importance attaching 

to the matter ia the proper administration of your Depart- 

o—° have felt constrained to consider the question therein 
ecided. 

I fiad less difficulty in the present instance in departing 
from the rule of this Department declining to reconsider 
questions once formally decided, because it concerns exclu- 
sively a question of administration in your Department, and 
adherence to the opinion of my predecessor will require the 
reversal of the practive of your Department ever since the 

e of the law in question covering the very considerable 
casted of fourteen years. 

The act of March 2, 1867, section 1219, Revised Statutes, 
provides that in fixing relative rank between officers of the 
same grade and date of appointment and commission, the 
time which each may have actually served as a commissioned 
officer of the United States, whether continuously or at dif- 
ferent periods, shall be taken into account, and in computing 
snch time no distinction shail be made between service as a 
commissioned officer in the Regular Army and service since 
the 19th day of April, 1861, in the Volunteer forces, whether 
under appointment or commission from the President or 
from the Governor of a State. The act also contains these 
words, which are not found iu the Revised Statutes: “And 
the provisions herein construed as to relative rank shall ap- 
ply to all appointments chat have already been made under 
the act to fix the military peace establishment of the United 
States, approved July 28, 1866.” 

The act of July 28, 1866, was an act reorganizing and in- 
creasing the Regular‘Army ; and the provisions quoted from 
the act of March 2, 1867, have been construed, as I under- 
stand in your department from the passage of the law until 
now, a8 applying to all yg that had already been 
made under the act of July 28, 1866, as well as to all ap- 
pointments made subsequently thereto, giving to each ap- 
pointee atthe date of his commission as an officer of the Regu- 
lar Army, the fall benefit of any service he might have 
rendered in the volunteer forces. 

The contention is as to whether the provisions quoted ap- 
ply not only to the original appointment of such officer, but 
to all su uent promotions in the Regular Army. 

Ta the opinion of my immediate predecessor, which you 
have returned for my reconsideration, it is held that the 
words ‘‘ appointments” and ‘‘ commission” in this act of Con- 
gress inclade not only the original appointment and comwis- 
sion as an Officer of the Regular Army, but all subsequent 
promotions in that service. After most careful and respect- 
ful consideration I am unable to concur in this conclusion. 

As I understand it, a clear and well defined distinction be- 
tween appointment and promotion has existed and been re- 

nized in the War Department continually since the estab- 
lishment of the Army. Appvintment is the selection of 
persons, not now in the Army, as officers of it; or the desig- 
nation by selection of an officer already in the a toa 
vacancy which is not required by the law or the regulations 
to be filled by promotion according to seniority. Promotion 
is the advancement of officers already ia the Army according 
to seniority to vacancies happening in the different arms of 
the service, and according to rules prescribed by law, or by 
— having the force of law. 

understand, , that since the passage of the act of 
March 2, 1867, it has been the uniform practice of your De- 
partment to fix the relative rank of officers receiving ap- 
pointments within the meaning of that term as herein defined 
at the time of such appointment, and that their relative 
rank thus fixed is not thereafter disturbed by any subsequent 
promotion, but that subsequent promotion and rank is by 
seniority in the Regular Service. 

In the construction of statutes which have been practically 
administered by one of the great JVepartments of the Gov- 
ernment for a considerable period, I know of no safer rule 
than that prescribed by the Supreme Court in the case of the 
United States v. Moore, 95 U. 8. Reports, 763. ‘The con- 
struction given to a statute by those charged with the duty 
of executing it is always entitled to the most respectful con- 
sideration, and ought not to be overruled without cogent 
reasons. . . . The officers concerned are usually able men 
and masters of the subject, and frequently they are the 
draftsmen of the laws they are afterwards called upon to 
interpret.” 

There are not wanting instances of recognition by Con- 
gress, also by the distinction between appointment and pro- 
motion, upon which the regulations and practice of your 
Departmeut rest. 

The Revised Statutes, section 1120, provide that all ap- 
pointments in the Quartermaster’s Department shall be made 
from the Army, while it is well known that promotion in 
that Department are made ing to seniority ia the De- 
partment itself. And section 1194 provides that nntil other- 
wise directed by law there shall be no new appointments and 
no promotions in the Department of Adjutant-General or of 
Inspector-General, orin the Paymaster’s, Quartermaster’s, 
Subsistence, Ordnance, or Medical Department. And sec- 
tion 1204 provides that promotion in the line shall be made 
through the whole Army in the several lines of artillery, 
cavalry and infantry respectively. Promotions in the staff 
of the Army shall be made in the several departments and 
corps respectively. And as recent!y as March 3d, 1877, Con- 
gress ia restoring a lieutenant to the Army provided, “and 
the law of promotion in the line is hereby suspeuded in this 
case for the purpose of allowing such restoration.” 

Committee on Military Affairs of the Senate, repo: 
May 21st, 1880, adversely upon a bill to change the meth 
of promotion among lieutenants of the line, say: The terms 
appointment and promotion, as used in the laws and in 
the Army, are arbitrary and technical. Literally appointment 
is authority conferred, by virtue of which the duties of an 
officer may be performed; promotion is advancement by 
seniority to a higher office. Advancement to a higher office 
confers new authority necessarily ; and hence, every pro- 
motion is an appointment. 

From long usage promotion is often used in a sense which 
largely excludes the idea of the appointment that accompa- 
nies it. 

I have also examined the Congressional debates at the time 
the law in question was upon its passage ; and I discover 
nothing in them to support the view, that it was intended 
tuat the benefit of previous service in the volunteer forces 
should recur to an officer upon each occasion of his promo- 
tion in the Regular Service. 

I am constrained, therefore, to advise you that the word 
“appointment” in section 1219 of Revised Statutes, applies 
only to the original entry of the officer into the 
Service or subsequent appointment by selection ; but that

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THE PRESENT FRENCH ARMY. 


Or the French campaign against Tunis the London 
Times says: The campaign revealed one of the most 
serious blunders ever committed by a nation, or rather 
those freely intrusted by it with its destinies. It will be 
remembered that during the war of 1870 the French sol- 
dier was twitted with having won easy victories in | 
Africa, and with being immediately beaten when faced 
by adisciplinedarmy. ‘Lhe reproach was both founded 
and unfounded. There was no army on French soil 
able to resist the Germans, but there was an army in 
Africa which held its ground against the Arabs, and on 
the same soil would have defeated the Germans. Now, 
when the reorganization of the army was commenced 
after the war the system of the victors was naturally 
taken as the pattern, it being forgotten that France was 
also an African Power, and required not only a French, 
but an African army. There are certainly some regi- 
ments of Algerian Tirailleurs, but they cannvt be re- 
moved from the garrisons they occupy. Now, when 
the seven years’ service existed, only soldiers who had 
been three years with the colors, who were accustomed 
to fatigue and discipline, who remained four more 
years in service, and aftcr another year were at no great 
disadvantage in fighting the Arabs, stood the heat, 
thirst, and marching, and understood bush fighting. 
Moreover, the re-enlisted made excellent experienced 
companies, who knew the country and acted as mentors 
and guides to the new arrivals. 

Now all this has disappeared. France has reduced 
the military service to three years. The soldier re- 
mains scarcely two years with the colors, the companies 
are deficient ; and if with the present service a campaign 
is possible on the Continent, it is disastrous in Africa. 
The late expedition to Tunis has proved it. In many 
respects the army was much superior to that of 1870. 
The officers and men were painstaking, disciplined, and 
obedient, enduring without much complaint fatigue, 
privations, and even sickness. It was an excellent 
young army as regards garrison duty, but the truth is 
that under fire it was exceedingly difficult to keep them 
steady, and, without actually taking flight, they eagerly 
took refuge behind the smallest elevation that could 
hide them. They were excellent recruits, but they 
were not soldiers. They had been told that the Krou- 
mirs were terrible. They had seen some of their com- 
rades who had fallen into the hands of the enemy hor- 
ribly mutilated, and every rifle shot they heard they 
felt aimed at them. How could these young peasants, 
just dragged from their ploughs, have learnt to brave 
the horrors of warfare? At Sfax, again, the Admiral 
refused to land the infantry. He did not trust them 
against an enemy concealed behind ramparts, lying at 
their ease and ready to be cut down to the last man. 
It was the Marines, veteran soldiers, accustomed to 
fatigue, fire, and discipline, who took the battery at the 
point of the bayonet with admirable courage, seized the 
gate, and thus excited the emulation of the infantry. 
At length, when a naval lieutenant, appearing calmly 
amid the fire, tore down the green flag and put up the 
tricolor, the regiments of the line, yielding to a natural 
impulse, asked leave to join in the fight and acted 
bravely. It is evident, therefore, that the peasant is 
still capable of becoming a soldier, but on condition of 
proper time, good cadres, and strict discipline. The 
African army is composed of soldiers too young to stand 
the heat without cadres, and who, in fact, have not 
time to be converted from conscripts into African sol- 
diers. Semi-vfficial notes will not alter this, and 
France will not have a real African army till she has 
either sepoys or experienced troops. 








Engineering says: A patent has recently been taken 
out for a means of steering a ship by electricity. The 
apparatus is the invention of Mr. W. F. King, an Edin- 
burgh electrician, and was recently tried on board a 
steamer sailing between Glasgow and London. Its ob- 
ject is to dispense with a helmsman and make the com- 
pass itself steer the ship. For this purpose the compass 
card is fitted with an index which is set to the true 
course, and one degree on either side of the true course 
two metal contact pins are adjusted; each pin is con- 
nected to a single Daniell cell, and when the ship de® 
viutes as much as a degree from her course to one side 
or the other the index comes into contact with one or 
other metal pin. ‘The result is that a positive or nega- 
tive current flows and actuates a hydraulic apparatus 
which works the helm. The device is as yet only on 
trial; but if it can be made to answer in rough weather 
it will doubtless be received with favor. 

Tue Injflexible, Captain Fisher, was towed yesterday 
afternoon from the steam basin in which and the dock 
adjoining she has been since she was launched into 
Portsmouth harbor. Previous to leaving the basin she 
was inclined by Mr. White, of the Constructive Depart- 
ment. The calculations showed that her centre of gra- 
vity and stability are practically what her designers 
anticipated. Her present draught is about 3in. above 
her loadline, and not 3ft., as has been stated. It is ex- 
pected that it will yet take five weeks to complete her 
for her crnise, as it has been decided to protect her 
against torpedoes by means of an all-round wire netting. 
Her electric lighting also requires to be perfected.— 
London Times, Aug. 8.

8 feet more water than was calculated in her design, 
Mr. Trevelyan said in Parliament: ‘‘The Injlezible, 
equipped and stored with bunkers full, and with the 
rig which would not be used in time of war, when only 
the two lower masts will be retained, will have a mean 
draft of 25 ft.

NEW YORK HARBOR DEFENCES. 

‘‘ One of the easiest harbors to be defended in the world !” 
said an officer of the 3d Artillery to a Tribune reporter the 
other day, as they stood together on the ramparts of Fort 
Hamilton. 

**From Fort Wadsworth, over there,” continued the officer, 
‘*a plunging fire could be directed against any vessel trying 
to enter the harbor, a fire which would strike her most vul- 
nerable part, her deck. Even monitors are unable to with- 
stand a plunging fire. The channel runs well in towards the 
west shore here, and a vessel passing up the Bay would be 
brought within short range of Fort Wadsworth’s guns. The 
works on the hill are very strong, and of the most approved 
pattern, but that masonry affair which you see down by the 
water is utterly useless from a military point of view, and is 
now use’? only as a storehouse. 

‘Old Fort Lafayette down there might be covered with a 
thick plating of iron and rendered very effective, for there 
would be, of course, no limit to the thickness of armor which 
might be placed there. The guns of the fort would be able 
to get a water-line shot and be as effective as though the 
most formidable man-of-war was there instead of antiquated 
old Fort Lafayette. Fort Hamilton is a very strong fort. 
The old casemate part is, of course, wholly indsfensible, but 
those earthworks are strong and well-constructed. No gun 
in tbe world could put a shot through that parapet.” 

‘* What is the armament of these forts ?” 

“Oh, nothing but fifteen-inch smooth-bores and this 
twenty-inch gun here,” said the officer, laying his hand on 
the muzzle of a huge piece of ordnance. ‘ This gun is the 
largest in calibre of any mounted gun in the world. There 
is one of the same size at Fortress Monroe, but itis not 
mounted. The piece has a range of about seven miles. The 
principal reason that the Government does not replace the 
smooth-bore guns in the service by rifled ones is that it has 
not yet been decided what system it would be most advisable 
to adopt. Some are in favor of boring out the fifteen-inch 
Dahlgrens and putting in a rifled core, but it is very doubtful 
if the gun would stand it.” 

‘¢ What would be the plan of defence of the harbor in case 
of war?” 

‘¢The channel would be planted with torpedoes of tie de- 
fensive *-ind, calculated to explode upon a vessel coming in 
contact with them, and from the shore offensive torpedoes 
would be sent off to the hostile vessels. The three forts 
would open with all their guns, and a very lively time might 
be anticipated, Torpedoes of themselves would be as harm- 
less as so many eelpots anchored iu the Narrows. A little 
launch, constructed for the purpose, would run ahead of the 
fleet and take up every torpedo in the passage without ex- 
ploding it. These little vessels carry ‘feelers’ in every direc 
tion, so that even the torpedoes sent off and operated from 
the shore would stand little chance of iojuring her. The 
other vessels of the fleet would be protected by torpedo net- 
ting. But all this would take time, and the movement of the 
vessels would be very slow, so that the guns of the furts cuuld 
be trained on them with great accuracy. In fact, it would 
be impossible to take up the torpedves in the face of such a 
fire as could be delivered from the forts.” 

‘* Could a fleet lie outside, out of range of your guns, and 
put shot and shell into New York ?” 

“A fleet might stay out of a very dangerous range of the 
guns of this fort and fire into Brooklyn, but hardly into New

THE STATE TROOPS. 


TWENTY-THIRD New York (Brookiyn).—A detachment 
consisting of one hundred and one officers and men from 
this command paraded at Creedmocr, on Ai 18, for a 
second tour of class practice. Major Chas. L. Fincke was in 
command, yet though this second tour of duty at the butts 
was at the special request of the Hay ae and especially for 
its benefit, the Inspector of Rifle Practice, who of all men 
should be present on such an occasion, failed to report. 
Major Farr, the Brigade I. R. P., was, however, at his post, 
and the command was not allowed to suffer. ‘The detach- 
ment reached the ground at a quarter past nine a. m., and 
without formality—guards being dispensed with—the targets 
were opened in both classes. The weather was not pro- 
pitious for out door work, a heavy mist varied by smart 
showers interfering with the morning's work, especially at 
the longer ranges. The wiod, however, was favorable, XII. 
o’clock, though strong. But 77 men shot in the second class, 
100 and 300 yards, and as every care was expended on this 
work, 43 made the required qualification, as follows: Field 
and staff shooting, 3; qualified, 2; Co. A, 4—2; B, 8—3; ©, 
8—4;. D, 6—4; E, 5—1; F, 6—3; G, 13—8; H, 11—8; K 
13—8. Under ordinary circumstances this practice would 
have been considered excellent; but Major Farr was not 
content, and as the day was his he di that all men with 
the slightest possibility of reaching the qualification be given 
another trial, the result showing that out of 17 men practic- 
ing 10 more were promoted, much to tho gratitication of the 
I. 8. P. and major commanding. These qualifications were: 
Co. A, shooting, 4: qualified, 1; B, 4—3; C, 2—1; D, 1—0; 
F, 3—1; H, 1—0; K, 4-0; fifty-six per cent. of the men 
shooting. In the meanwhile the qualified men had been 
sent back to 200 yards, the lst stage of the ist class, and 
under careful tuition round after round was placed upon the 
targets. The practice here was excellent, and it was ex- 
pected that a very large addition would be made to the 
marksmen’s roll of the regiment. At 12.15 a halt was called 
for luncheon, while to utilize the time the squad from Bat- 
tery N were sent to the long targets for file and volley firing. 
After about an hour’s rest the men were again sent to the 
butts, this time at 500 yards, and the regular class practice 
was completed with the following result. Field and staff 
shooting, 4; qualified, 3; Co. A, 4—1; B, 12—6; O, 9-2; D, 
10—8; H, 10—1; F, 8—2; G, 15—8; H, 12-8; K, 17-3. 
Total shooting, 101; qualified, 87. Thirty-six per cent. This 
regular work was concluded at 3 o'clock, and the companies 
were assembled for the firing in mass at the long targets 
urder the immediate superintendence of Major Fincke, All 
things considered, this practice was most satisfactory, and 
though four of the companies fired under command of de- 
tailed officers, the general work was most gratifying. In the 
volley firing Uo. D, though having but 9 men to shoot, with 
45 rounds put up a score of 144, an av e of 3.20 per shot 
and a percentage of hits of 86.67. Oo. H was next with 10 
men, firing 50 rounds, and a score of 153; average per shot, 
3.06. Co. &, with but 6 men to practice, had but a score of 
55 out of their 30 shots, an average of 1.83 per shot. The 
general result of this practice was 73 men shooting, 365 
rounds, and a total score of 936; a percentage of hits of 
71.23. The practice by file was, in the main, excellent, Co. D 
again showing to the front with a score of 153, an average of 
3.40 per shot, and a percentage of hits of 77.78. Co. G was 
second, 11 men shooting and a score of 126; an average of 
3.06 per shot. ‘Ibe honors of low score was divided between 
Companies E and F, the former having an average per shot 
of 1.49, and the latter but 1.23. The general result of the 
file firing was that out of 73 men firing 365 shots, 228 hits 
were made and a score of 885; average per shot, 2.42; per- 
centage of hits, 62.47. The following table will show the 
general result of the mass firing by company: 
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At the close of this practice, there being still some time 
before the arrival of the tram, Major Farr requested that a 
still further trial be given the men in the Ist class, 42 men 
shooting, out of whom ten secured the required qualification,

The date selected was Monday, August 22, and at 8.50 on 
that day about one hundred and thirty members of the regi- 
ment, under command of Lieut. Col. Webber, reached the 
range. Ason the occasion of the first practice, July 8, the 
regimental I. R, P. saw fit to shirk his duty, and Col. Web- 
ber was compelled to detail his adjutant to act as rifle ins 
tor of the day, still, as the Brigade inspector had failed to 
report, there was considerable trouble as to squadding and 
assigoments. With the aid of the scorers this trouble was 
obviated, and the detachment was sent to the 100 and 2(0 
yards, the first ranges in both classes. The Brigade inspec- 
tor arrived at 11.15, when targets were opened at 300 and 500 
yards. The weather was pleasant, dry, and uot too warm 
with a moderate wind from about 9 o'clock, and an almort 
perfect light caused by numerous ing clouds, The fore- 
noon was devoted exclusively to practice, Col. Webber 
and his officers using every endeavor to qualify the men, and

; G, 23—6; I, 8—1; K, 27—1. This practice was closed at

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As will be observed, 105 men practiced, shooting 525 
rounds in each. By volley hey | secured 241 hits, a vercent- 
age of 45.15, while by file, but 222 hits were scored. a percent- 
age of but 41.52, Of the company ice, Co. B heads the 
list iu both volley and file, with Co. G second, and Co. K 
last ; this latter comp ny showing the poorest work ever done 
on the range. Throughont the day the discipline was of the 
very best, and though not a sentry was posted from the arri- 
val until the departure of the troops, there was not a single 
offort made to orerstep or ignore the verbal orders given b: 
Col. Webber. Dr. Messemer, the regimental surgeon, h 
his hands full with one of the men who was overcome by the 
heat. He was one of the men sun-struck during the Brigade 
field day, at Prospect Park, on May 12 last, and is reully un- 
fit to perform military duty, and should be discharged by the 
surgeon. The regular work of the day was completed at 4.50 
Pp. M., and though there was nearly one hour to spare before 
the arrival of the train, Col. Webber deemed a second trial in 
the classes of very little use, and but a mere waste of State 
ammunition, We strongly urge the present commandant of 
the 5th to secure a good rifle inspector, and with his aid hold 
a thorough course of theoretical and practical drills of his 
officers in position and aiming drill, to be followed by a 
course of special instruction in the manual of loadings and 
firings by company, and next year, when the 5th visits Creed- 
moor, the Journau will no doubt have a different story to 
tell, beth of the manual of the command, and its record of 
per centages in practice. 


Creepmoor.—The third competition for the trophies pre- 
sented to the 2d class marksmen, by Messrs. Boylan and Co. 
and Baker and McKenney, was called at Creedmoor, on Satur- 
day, August 20, with Secretary Donaldson, executive officer. 
This match is open to everybody, 100 and 300 yards 5 rounds 
at each range, the men being given the option of using the 
score as a qualification for State practice. The match was 
well attended, ts being kept open at both distances all 
day, the statistical officer reporting over 75 entries. In the 
forenoon the practice was excellent, a large majority of the 
coutestants showing a trmfle better than centres per shot at 
the first range. The squads were largely increased in the 
afternoon, the men sending in string after string rapidly 
qualifying and reporting to the Ist class targets In the af- 
ternoon the wind was somewhat trying at the 2d range, 300 
yards, yet the men under thorough coaching kept well in, 
and at the close of the day but six of the men shooting in 
ithe match had failed to secure the 25 points needed for the 
State qualification. For the trophies, Lieut. Ho of the 
Sth ; Capt. McNevin, of the 13th, and Priv. Underwood, of 
the 7th, had a close fight, McNevin being the final winner, 
with 44 out of the 50, and also having the best score at 300 
yards.

As the entries were unlimited, 
and a very large number of the men came down for the pur- 
pose of securing their State trophy for the year, the total 
number of entries in the contest footed up 233. In addition 
to Gen. Barnes’ trophy, the rifle association awards ten silver 
medals in each of these competitions, and as vo man can ob- 
tain more than one, the contest for the ownership of one of 
these trophie: is very great. Each man feels that it may be 
his turn next, and not a shot is wasted. The contrast now 
and when only the leading scores in each match were 
awarded prizes is very marked; then the men, when they 
found that they had no chance to win, threw away their last 
shots, but now every bullet is made to tell, for no one can 
determine which scores will be the winners of the silver 
medals. The change is a good one, and has proved most 
beneficial to the marksmen. Throughout the day the prac- 
tice was very strong, the team men of the 7th regiment mak- 
ing a determined effort to beat Dolan of the 12th, who had 
won the two previous matches. Dolan, however, was in his 
usual trim, and before the arrival of the afternoon train had 
placed out of his five entries one of 46 to his credit, and on 
this he was content to stand.

The fourth annual excursion of the Washington Greys; 
Gatling Battery E, t> Hudson Grove, on Aug. 23d, was 
one of the miost successful ever held by the batteiy. Thé 
attendance was large and all enjoyed tlie trip: 





Pennsyivanta Encampment.—Second Brigate.—The 2d 
Brigade, N. G. Pa., viz., 5th, 10th, 14th, 15th, 16tli. and 18th 
regiments infantry, Battery B, and Sheridan Troop cavalry, 
Gen. James A. Beaver commanding. went into camp at 
Saltsburg, Aug. 10, arid struck tents Ang. 16. Saltsburg. a 
station on the West Peniisylvatiia Railroad, is a town of 
about 800 inhabitant«. sittiated on the batik of the celebrated 
Kiskiminetas River (known to fame tbrotigh the efforts of 
Gen. Harry White to have the navigation improved). some 
fifty odd miles from Pittsburgh. With the exception of the 
14th and 18th, the regiments of the Brigade are made up en- 
tirely of companies scattered far and wide over the western 
part of the State; and owing to the recent reduction and re- 
organization detaching one company here and attaching an- 
other there, this is the first occasion tpon which any one of 
the regiments as now organized, excepting the 14th and 18th, 
have been brought together. While, therefore, this will 
serve as an excuse for some of the shortcomings. on the 
other hand it should have been an incentive to the officers to 
bave taken every advantage of their commands being in 
camp to drill them. find out what there was in them, and fit 
them for competing with the more favored eastern organiza- 
tions having facilities for battalion drill. 

Crossing the river a public road leads direct to Pittsburgh. 
Climbing a hill, we soon come to a shady lane to the left, 
leading down to the Kiskiminetas Springs Hotel (a summer 
resort), in the grove surrounding, the tents for Division 
Headquarters were pitched; retracing our footsteps. and 
moving forward on the road fifty yards, we came to the 
cleared ground of the Stewart farm. upon which, and on 
either side of the road, was located the camp proner. On 
the right the ground made a gradual ascent back from the 
road some three hundred to four hundred vards. The face 
of the ground was stony and somewhat rough, and upon the 
higher ground briar roots were plentiful. In point of fact, 
but little pains had seemringly been taken by the owner to 
keep brushwood from gaining headway around the fence 
corners. On the left of the road the face of the ground was 
much better, especially the part to which we first came, and 
upon which was located the camp of the 18th regiment. 
Entering the fields on the right, we came to the tents of the 
Brigade Headquarters, pitched in one long row, facing the 
regimental encampment to the right and left beyond. First 
on the right. and np on the high ground, was the camp of 
Battery B, of four guns, with tents pitched and guns parked 
rather to suit themselves than in accordance with the tactics 
Following, in a straight line, came the 10th, 16th, 5th, and 
14th regiments in the order named. The line of the en- 
campment was far enough back from the road to give a fair 
intervening space—in width some two hundred and fifty 
yards—for manceuvre. On the left of the road. and back 
some two hundred yards, was located the 18th regiment, and 
next the 15th. 

Upon first impressions frequently depend after conclu- 
sions, and onr first impressions of Camp Vincent might have 
made ts conclude that it was not a success. in a strictly mili- 
tary sense; yet it was a great success. Passing by the ar- 
rival of the militarv officials attached to the staffs of the 
Governor and Gen. Hartranft, our first set-back was at find- 
ing the entrance to the camp surrounded with such attaches 
of a fair or picnic as the lung-tester, the puppet target. etc., 
something altogether foreign to our ideas of what should be 
the surroundings of a military camp under the present mili- 
tia law of Pennsylvania. 

The first day in camp was devoted principally to arranging 
the quarters, levelling. and clearing up the camp. It was 
the second day upon which we arrived, and a walk through 
the compiny streets, making all due allowance for the de- 
fects of the location as described above, gave us the idea 
that police duty was, so far, an unknown part of the soldier's 
daty. To be sure, the men were hard at work with pick and 
shovel. digging up the roots and stones, but paper, straw, 
and odds and ends, much worse in our eyes than the roots or 
the stones, for they were indigenous, se to speak, to the soil, 
were lying around, with few exceptions, wherever we went. 
The camp of the 18th regiment, however, was comparatively 
clean. A great improvement was made by Sunday, and on 
that day the company streets and quarters of the men really 
looked neat and clean; but here and there, in nooks and 
corners and in rear of the tents, rubbish was still to be 
found. 

The tents, as a general thing, were well pitched, but in 
some of the commands we could not help noting irregularity. 
Board floors were an exception, the ground, with a gum 
blanket, in many cases furnished a sleeping couch for the 
men; others gathered straw and threw their blankets on top; 
still others brought a bed ticking with them and filled it with 
straw; a very few of the latter went to the extreme on Sun- 
day of fitting up their quarters with all the paraphernalia of 
a bed, spread, pillows, and shams, all of which, for appear- 
ance sake, next year had better be left at home. st 

Much to our surprise, we found a number of ladies, the 
wives and families of the officers, quartered in camp ; nota- 
bly was this the case in the 1ath regiment. It was als» 
rumored that some of the men were accompanied by their 
wives. We could not trace the rumor to a reliable source, 
nor could we find the individual cases if there were any: but 
considering the example set by the officers we could not have 
blamed the men. The general commanding would have been 
justified at the very least in requesting that quarters be 
found elsewhere for the ladies, and next year a recurrence 
should be prohibited by orders. There were also a great 
many ladies who visited the camp, staying from morning till 
night ; we suppose some of whom would exclaim against us 
with holy horror if they should hear that we consider that 
they retarded drills, if their presence was not to some ex- 
tent detrimental to discipline, yet it was so; and though we 
believe in filling up the leisure hours of the men with suitable 
sports and pastimes, yet we do say, the fewer visitors the 
better. Saltsburg is a local option town, and there was no 
oecasion for the men to go there for a drink, as they could 
not get it ; but from other sources entirely too much liquor 
was procured and smuggled into camp ; this more especially 
at the latter part of the week ; vet, taking all in all, the dis- 
cipline was . Visiting the town was only permitted by 
peso. and the provost guard kept strict watch to see that 

in town were there daly by virtue of such authority, 
and that did not abuse the privilege granted them by 
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any kind of misbebavior. In camp the men appeared 
ing and ready to obey all orders, and to perform what- 
ever work they might be called upon to do. 

Guard mounts were by regiment, and so far ae the cere- 
mony is concerned, they were not commendable. As a 
specimen, the one on Sunday in the 14th regiment was con- 
siderably behind time, the sonnd off was in slow, or rather 
common time, the passage in review was only fair, a ser- 
geant on the flank of the platoons saluted as he passed, the 
wheel into line and formation of column of fours was not 
executed, or at least not as it should have been done, and 
we msy say, the ceremony was finally ended with an error, 
committed by the officers commanding the old and new 
guards when presenting them, and saluting. 

Guard duty was but little better. Except at brigade and 
division headquarters, the guards walked their beats as if 
the sum total of their duty was to march from one end to 
the other with as little trouble to themselves, and with as 
little attention to any thing else as possible. Military 
courtesy with them was to dodge the duty, i. e., if they 
knew it was a part of their duty; the same remark will 
apply to the enlisted men off duty, and in point of fact to 
the commissioned officers. Of course there were excep- 
tions, and some of the sentinels performed their duty as 
well as they knew how, and if they did sometimes give a 
sergeant’s salute, when it should have been a present, it 
could very well be passed over. It was plainly to be seen 
that the great fault lay with the non-commissioned and the 
commissioned officers; they were deficient in knowledge, 
and of course incapable of teaching their subordinates. 

In accordance with the routine of duty, company drills 
were to have taken place in the mornings and battalion drills 
in the afternoon. In most of the commands the former 
were well carried out. Nothing was said regarding skirmish 
drills, and so far as we caw, or could hear of, but one took 
place. Battalion drills were very rare, yet they were the 
most important; as above remarked, the commands had been 
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brought together for the first time, and advantage should 
bave been taken to drill them as often and as t y a8 
possible. Col. Gray of the 14th was an-exception, and did 
drill regularly. Col. Hawkin« of the 10th and Col. Burch- 
field of the 5th were also a the 10th being out 
several times and the 5th at least twice. 

Rifle practice received considerable attention. A range of 
200 yards was fitted up and the several regiments practised 
thereat, the 5th and 10th fired by a sort of indiscriminate 
kind of file firing. In the balance of the organizations the 
men were permitted to fire individually, taking careful aim. 
with what result is shown by the following table, one round 
per man standing :

_We presume there has been no previous instruction in 
rifle practice in any of these commands. In this respect the 
National Guard of Pennsylvania is weak. The attendance 
at this encampment was much better, especially in the regi- 
ments hailing from the city of Pittsburg, than it was last 
year at Braddocks ; presumably the same reasons will account 
for it as were noted in reference to attendance at Camp 
Reno.
